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Let  Us  Consummate  The  Chuche  Cause  Under

[Text]  Six  decades  have  passed  since  the  time  when  the 
chuche  cause  was  being  explored  in  the  sacred  Mt 
Paektu,  and  4  decades  since  the  time  when  we  saw  the 
brilliant  sunrise  of  communism.

Central  Committee  and  secretary  of  the  party  Central

With  the  emergence  of  the  new  generation  as 
the  protagonists  in  the  scene  of  the  revolution,  the 
question  of  inheriting  the  the  chuche  revolutionary  cause 
pioneered  by  the  respected  and  beloved  leader  Comrade 
Kim  Il-song  from  generation  to  generation  until  consum¬ 
mation  has  arisen  before  our  revolution  as  an  important 
issue  bearing  on  its  future. 

Our  party’s  ideological  theory  has  been  presented  as  the 
guiding  principle  in  insuring  the  inheritability  of  the 
revolution,  reflecting  this  mature  demand  of  the  devel¬ 
oping  revolution,  and  has  been  developed  and  enriched 
as  such.

The  conversion  of  the  whole  party  to  the  chuche  ideology 
is  a  strategic  task  which  we  should  always  grasp  firmly  in 
party  building  and  in  our  party  activities,  and  is  a  sure 
guarantee  for  the  ultimate  victory  of  the  revolutionary 
cause. 


The  conversion  of  the  whole  party  to  the  chuche  ideol¬ 
ogy,  will,  above  all,  make  it  possible  to  triumphantly 
advance  the  chuche  cause  by  thoroughly  implementing 
the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song’s  revolutionary 
thought,  the  immortal  chuche  ideology,  in  every  facet  of 
the  revolution  and  construction. 

The  revolutionary  cause  of  the  working  class  is  explored 
by  the  leader’s  thought  and  deepens  and  develops  in  the 
course  of  thoroughly  implementing  his  thought. 

The  revolutionary  cause  of  our  party  and  people,  which 
was  pioneered  by  the  respected  and  beloved  leader 
Comrade  Kim  Il-song  a  long  time  ago,  has  victoriously 
advanced  since  its  inception  by  upholding  the  great 
chuche  ideology  and  putting  this  ideology  into  practice.

The  revolutionary  struggle  of  the  working  class  to  realize 
the  working  masses’  cause  of  independence  cannot  be 
accomplished  in  one  generation  but  is  a  historic  cause 
which  will  continue  from  generation  to  generation.  For 
this  reason,  the  question  of  resolutely  defending  the 
revolutionary  cause  pioneered  by  the  leader  and  bringing 
it  consummation  while  continuing  the  blood  line  of  the 
revolution,  namely  the  question  of  inheriting  the  leader’s 
cause,  arises  as  a  problem  of  particular  importance. 

The  question  of  inheriting  the  leader’s  cause  is  in  essence 
the  question  concerning  his  successor  and  the  role  of  this 
successor.  Just  as  the  leader  plays  a  decisive  role  in 
fulfilling  the  revolutionary  cause  of  the  working  class,  so 
does  his  successor  play  a  decisive  role  in  inheriting  the 
cause  from  generation  to  generation  and  consummating 
it.  Therefore,  to  bring  the  leader’s  cause  to  brilliant 
consummation  by  inheriting  it  from  generation  to  gen¬ 
eration,  the  question  concerning  the  political  leader’s 
successor  should  be  correctly  resolved,  the  sound  orga¬ 
nizational  and  ideological  foundations  for  realizing  the 
successor’s  leadership  laid,  and  then  his  leadership  sys¬ 
tem  thoroughly  established.  This  is  an  important  ques¬ 
tion  bearing  on  the  destiny  of  the  party  and  the  fate  of 
the  revolution  and  is  a  dire  lesson  taught  by  the  history 
of  the  communist  movement.

The  conversion  of  the  whole  party  to  the  chuche  ideology 
will  enable  us  to  continue  to  triumphantly  advance  the 
revolutionary  cause  of  our  party  and  people  by  allowing 
us  to  build  the  party  in  a  far-sighted  manner  to  suit  the 
needs  of  communist  society. 

The  revolutionary  cause  of  the  working  class  for  realizing 
the  independence  of  the  working  masses  will  be  con¬ 
stantly  continued  even  in  communist  society. 

When  communist  society  is  built,  the  independence  of 
the  masses  with  the  liberation  of  mankind  as  it  sub¬ 
stance,  will  have  been  realized,  but  even  then  the  inde¬ 
pendent  aspirations  and  demands  of  the  masses  will 
steadily  increase.  In  communist  society,  for  the  purpose 
of  meeting  the  ever-increasing  independent  demands  of 
the  masses,  tasks  to  educate  and  indoctrinate  people  to 
suit  these  demands,  tasks  to  improve  social  relations  in  a 
more  rational  manner,  and  tasks  to  conquer  nature  will 
be  carried  out  at  a  higher  level. 

Communist  society  is  not  anarchist  society  but  a  highly 
organized  one.  Communist  society  is  a  much  advanced 
society  in  which  the  unity  and  cooperative  relations 
between  people  will  have  fully  been  developed;  it  is  a 
society  in  which  all  its  members  will  be  tightly  united 
organizationally,  with  all  social  activities  proceeding  in 
an  organized  manner.  In  that  society,  unity  and  cooper¬ 
ation  will  be  the  people’s  way  of  life. 

Because  of  this  characteristic  of  communist  society,  the 
party  must  of  necessity  continue  to  exist  not  only  in  the 
period  for  building  socialism  and  communism  but  also 
when  communist  society  has  come  into  being.  The 
existence  of  the  party  and  its  political  leadership  are  the 
fundamental  matter  bearing  on  the  triumphant  struggle 
of  the  masses  to  realize  their  cause  of  independence.  The 
working  class  party,  therefore,  should  build  itself  in  a 
far-sighted  manner  to  suit  the  natural  law-governed 
requirements  for  fulfilling  the  cause  of  socialism  and 
communism. 

The  noble  cause  of  building  our  party  in  a  far-sighted 
manner  will  be  fulfilled  when  the  whole  party  has  been 
converted  to  the  chuche  ideology,  and  the  conversion  of 
the  whole  party  to  the  chuche  ideology  is  a  sure  guaran¬ 
tee  for  triumphantly  advancing  the  chuche  cause  of  our 
people  until  consummation.

sented  the  slogan  of  converting  the  whole  party  to  the 
chuche  ideology,  and  has  been  judiciously  leading  the 
struggle  to  translate  this  slogan  into  practice.

Another  important  achievement  in  the  dear  Comrade 
Kim  Chong-il’s  leadership  for  the  conversion  of  the 
whole  party  to  the  chuche  ideology  was  the  thorough 
establishment  of  the  chuche-oriented  party  work  system 
and  work  method  within  the  party. 

Establishing  a  correct  party  working  system  and  work 
method  arises  as  a  principle-oriented  question  in  build¬ 
ing  the  working  class  party  and  in  the  activities  of  the 
party  designed  to  dye  the  whole  party  one  color  with  the 
leader’s  thought.

Another  important  thing  in  our  party’s  leadership  of  the 
efforts  to  realize  singleness  of  purpose  between  the  party 
was  that  it  has  firmed  insured  the  continuity  of  the 
center  for  unity  from  generation  to  generation. 

To  firmly  insure  the  continuity  of  the  center  for  unity 
from  generation  to  generation  is  a  decisive  condition  for 
realizing  singleness  of  purpose.  Unity  presupposes  a 
center,  and  the  power  of  unity  depends  on  the  sounde- 
ness  of  this  center. 

The  center  for  unity  is  the  basic  core  for  bonding  the 
party  and  the  people  together  as  one.

broad  strata  of  the  working  people  to  socialist  economic 
construction  by  consciously  awakening  and  organizing 
them.

In  addition,  numerous  other  masterpieces  of  songs 
and  outstanding  dances  have  been  created  which  depict 
the  warm  breath  of  life  in  our  era  and  the  lofty  spiritual 
world  of  our  people  with  a  masterly  ideological  and 
artistic  touch. 

Prodigious  successes  have  also  been  scored  in  the  fine 
arts.  Our  artists  have  erected  great  monumental  struc¬ 
tures  on  historic  revolutionary  sites  and  revolutionary 
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battle  sites  in  order  to  make  the  glorious  history  and 
immortal  achievement  of  the  great  leader  shine  forever. 
In  addition,  numerous  fine  art  pieces,  including  Korean 
paintings,  depicting  the  greatness  of  our  party  and  the 
heroic  spirit  of  our  people,  have  been  created. 

Our  chuche-oriented  acrobatics  has  also  burst  into  full 
bloom. 

Mass  literature  and  art  have  also  been  flourishing  on  the 
benevolent  soil  of  socialism.  The  young  and  the  old  alike 
enjoy  dancing  and  singing,  expressing  their  joy  of  today’s 
infinite  glory  and  happiness  in  their  own  songs.  Literally 
our  country  is  a  people’s  paradise  in  which  our  chuche- 
oriented  art  is  in  full  blossom  in  every  garden.

Literature  and  art  are  a  reflection  of  life  and  a  product  of 
the  times.  A  great  era  gives  birth  to  great  art,  which 
awakens  the  people  with  the  profound  truth  of  life  and 
powerfully  galvanize  them  into  struggle  to  create  a  happy 
future.  There  can  be  no  genuine  art  of  the  masses  apart 
from  the  great  thoughts  and  leadership  of  the  working 
class  party. 

From  the  first  days  it  undertook  to  give  guidance  in 
literature  and  art,  our  party  attached  the  greatest  signif¬ 
icance  to  the  role  played  by  the  leading  ideology  and 
theory  in  creating  socialist,  communist  literature  and  art, 
and  has  energetically  engaged  in  ideological  activities  to 
support,  protect,  and  further  developing  the  chuche- 
oriented  literary  and  artistic  thought  founded  by  the 
great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song. 

The  new  historical  condition  in  which  socialism  is  devel¬ 
oping  into  a  global  system  from  a  system  limited  to

It  has 
also  provided  comprehensive  and  perfect  answers  to  all 
questions,  such  as  how  to  insure  party  leadership  in 
literature  and  art,  how  to  achieve  the  revolutionization 
and  working  classification  of  our  men  of  art,  how  to 
popularize  literature  and  art,  and  how  to  build  the 
material  and  technical  foundations  of  art  and  literature. 

In  his  numerous  works,  including  his  immortal  classic 
“Thesis  on  Cinematographic  Art,”  and  dozens  of  other 
immortal  theoretical  writings,  the  dear  Comrade  Kim 
Chong-il  has  unitarily  systematized  and  synthesized  the 
leading  thought,  leading  theory,  and  guidance  method 
for  creating  genuine  revolutionary  literature  and  art, 
namely  socialist  and  communist  literature  and  art. 
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Our  party’s  chuche-oriented  thought  and  theory  of  liter¬ 
ature  and  art,  founded  by  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim 
Il-song  and  the  dear  Comrade  Kim  Chong-il,  are  the 
guiding  principles  which  brilliantly  illuminate  socialist, 
communist  literature  and  art  in  the  era  of  independence 
and  are  a  veritable  encyclopedia  which  answers  all 
questions  regarding  the  creation  and  creative  activities 
of  chuche-based  literature  and  art. 

Thanks  to  the  chuche-oriented  thought  on  the  study  of 
man  and  the  seed  theory  of  literature  and  art  enunciated 
by  our  party,  our  literature  and  art  have  become  the  true 
study  of  man  which  has  created  genuine  models  for  the 
people  of  the  new  era  by  raising  questions  concerning  the 
spirit  of  independence  and  the  independence  of  man, 
and  thus  have  greatly  contributed  to  the  conversion  of 
the  society  to  the  chuche  ideology.  As  a  result,  our 
present-day  literary  and  art  works,  unlike  literary  and  art 
works  in  bygone  days,  shine  with  new  models  of  chuche- 
type  human  beings,  namely,  the  models  of  men  and 
women  whose  salient  characteristic  is  their  infinite  loy¬ 
alty  to  the  leader  and  who  are  ready  to  sacrifice  their 
youth  and  lives  in  the  single-minded  struggle  for  the  sake 
of  the  party  and  the  country  and  people. 

The  golden  age  of  literature  and  art  our  people  ushered 
in  in  the  1 970’s  was  made  possible  by  the  creation  of 
numerous  outstanding  literary  and  art  works  which 
proudly  presented  models  of  such  chuche-type  commu¬ 
nists  while  the  intense  fire  of  speed  battle  was  ablaze  in 
all  branches  of  literature  and  art.  It  was  attainable  only 
through  the  thoroughgoing  implementation  of  the  chu¬ 
che-oriented  literary  and  artistic  thought  and  theory  in 
every  aspect  of  creative  activity.  Indeed  our  party’s 
chuche-oriented  literary  and  artistic  thought  and  theory 
constitute  the  inexhaustible  source  of  energy  and  the 
immortal  banner  of  inspiration  which  have  ushered  in 
the  golden  age  of  literature  and  art  on  our  soil. 

Our  party  not  only  presented  outstanding  literary  and  art 
thought  and  theory  which  ushered  in  the  golden  age  of 
literature  and  art  but  also  has  wisely  led  our  men  of 
literature  and  art  to  implement  this  thought  and  theory 
in  their  creative  activities. 

The  golden  age  of  literature  and  art  does  not  come  about 
of  itself  without  any  struggle.  It  is  attainable  only 
through  the  process  of  sweeping  away  the  old  in  every 
realm  of  literature  and  art,  creating  chuche-oriented 
literature  and  art  consitent  with  the  demands  of  the 
times,  and  developing  and  bringing  them  into  efflores¬ 
cence. 

With  a  keen  insight  into  this  necessity,  our  party  set  forth 
a  plan  for  a  literary  and  art  revolution  already  in  the 
early  1960’s  and  later  skillfully  organized  and  led  our 
people  in  this  difficult  and  formidable  task. 

Our  chuche-based  literature  and  art  are  genuine  commu¬ 
nist  literature  and  art  consistent  with  the  demands  of  our 
times  and  the  aspirations  of  the  masses. 


In  creating  genuine  literature  and  art,  the  working  class 
has  nothing  to  learn  from  the  time-worn  literature  and 
art,  which  cater  to  the  whims  of  the  exploiting  class.  We 
cannot  indiscriminately  inherit  even  progressive  litera¬ 
ture  and  art,  which  were  attained  through  a  long  histor¬ 
ical  process.  To  create  new  literature  and  art  suitable  to 
its  own  class  nature,  it  is  necessary  for  the  working  class 
to  overturn  the  old  in  every  realm  and  radically  trans¬ 
form  literature  and  art  in  accordance  with  the  demands 
of  chuche.  Only  by  so  doing  will  it  be  possible  to  bring 
about  a  new  upswing  in  all  realms  of  chuche-oriented 
literature  and  art  and  usher  in  a  golden  age  through  this 
process. 

The  principle  which  our  party  has  firmly  maintained  in 
the  literary  and  art  revolution  is  the  principle  of  chuche. 

Comrade  Kim  Chong-il,  member  of  the  Standing  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Political  Bureau  of  the  WPK  Central 
Committee  and  secretary  of  the  party  Central  Commit¬ 
tee,  pointed  out  as  follows: 

“To  create  new  literature  and  art,  the  working  class  must 
solve  all  problems  in  a  way  consistent  with  the  demands 
of  chuche,  regarding  the  great  chuche  ideology  as  the 
only  guiding  principle.”  (“Thesis  on  Cinematographic 
Art,”  p  2) 

Maintaining  the  principle  of  chuche  in  literature  and  art 
means  solving  all  theoretical  and  practical  problems 
arising  in  creating  literature  and  art  and  in  engaging  in 
creative  literary  and  artistic  activity,  on  the  basis  of  the 
immortal  chuche  ideology,  in  conformity  with  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  our  revolution  and  our  people,  and  in  a  manner 
consistent  with  the  national  temperament  and  senti¬ 
ments  of  our  people. 

Chuche  is  the  life  of  our  literature  and  art,  and  there  can 
be  no  successful  creation  of  chuche-oriented  literature 
and  art  nor  their  full  efflorescence  and  development 
apart  from  the  firm  establishment  of  chuche.  That  is  why 
in  leading  the  literary  and  art  revolution,  our  party  has 
held  fast  to  the  principle  of  creating  literature  and  art  in 
our  own  way  and  in  a  manner  consistent  with  the 
situation  in  our  country  and  with  the  national  senti¬ 
ments  and  temperament  of  our  people,  always  from  the 
point  of  view  of  the  interests  of  our  people  and  our 
revolution. 

All  the  successes  in  creating  chuche-oriented  literature 
and  art,  as  well  as  the  advent  of  the  golden  age  of  our 
literature  and  art  in  our  country,  represent  the  precious 
fruition  of  our  party’s  sagacious  leadership  in  solving  all 
problems  arising  in  the  creation  of  literary  and  artistic 
works  thoroughly  in  conformity  with  the  demands  ot 
chuche,  with  the  immortal  chuche  ideology  as  the  guid¬ 
ing  principle. 

In  leading  the  literary  and  art  revolution,  our  party  has 
firmly  maintained  it  as  the  basic  principle  to  begin  by 
concentrating  fire  on  cinematographic  art  to  find  a 
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breakthrough  there  first  and  then  popularize  the  experi¬ 
ence  in  all  other  areas  of  literature  and  art.  By  following 
this  principle,  it  has  caused  a  new  revolutionary  turn¬ 
around  first  in  cinematographic  art,  which  holds  the  key 
to  the  development  of  literature  and  art  and  which  is  a 
powerful  weapon  for  popular  indoctrination,  and  then 
has  brought  about  a  creative  upswing  in  all  other  areas  of 
literature  and  art. 

As  pointed  out  by  the  dear  Comrade  Kim  Chong-il,  the 
literary  and  art  revolution  is  an  acute  class  struggle  in  the 
ideological  and  cultural  sphere  aimed  at  creating  new 
literature  and  art  by  overturning  all  that  is  old  in  all 
aspects  of  literature  and  art,  including  their  substance 
and  the  forms,  systems,  and  methods  of  creation. 

To  bring  about  an  all-out  efflorescence  of  chuche-ori- 
ented  literature  and  art  by  successfully  prosecuting  the 
literary  and  art  revolution,  it  is  necessary,  above  all,  to 
reform  literary  and  artistic  substance  and  forms  in  a 
manner  consistent  with  the  demands  of  chuche. 

The  special  characteristic  of  outstanding  literary  and 
artistic  works  consists  in  their  noble  substance  consistent 
with  the  needs  of  the  times  and  the  aspirations  of  the 
people  and  in  a  perfect  unity  of  their  noble  substance  and 
refined  forms.  Genuine  communist  literature  and  art, 
namely  chuche-oriented  literature  and  art,  which  repre¬ 
sent  the  highest  stage  in  the  development  of  mankind’s 
literature  and  art,  should  naturally  be  richest  and  most 
profound  in  substance  and  also  most  elegant  and  newest 
in  artistic  form.  Accordingly,  to  create  chuche-oriented 
literature  and  art,  priority  should  be  given  to  the  struggle 
to  reform  the  substance  while  vigorously  pushing  the 
struggle  to  reform  the  form. 

The  struggle  to  reform  substance  and  form  is  in  essence 
a  struggle  to  establish  chuche  in  literature  and  art  and 
also  a  struggle  to  put  a  socialist  substance  in  the  nation¬ 
alistic  form. 

Our  party  has  amassed  many  great  achievements  in 
reforming  the  substance  and  forms  of  literature  and  art 
and  in  creating  a  new  substance  and  new  forms  in 
conformity  with  the  demands  of  chuche. 

In  reforming  the  substance  and  form  in  accordance  with 
the  demands  of  chuche,  it  is  most  important  to  wage  a 
struggle  against  all  descriptions  of  outmoded  ideologies, 
such  as  flunkeyism  and  dogmatism. 

Flunkeyism,  dogmatism,  and  all  other  types  of  out¬ 
moded  ideologies  are  the  major  obstacle  to  the  creation 
of  chuche-oriented  literature  and  art  and  the  ideological 
toxin  which  hinders  their  wholesome  development. 

Our  party  has  vigorously  waged  the  struggle  to  eradicate 
feudalistic,  capitalistic,  and  revisionist  ideological  trends 
of  all  stripes,  including  flunkeyism  and  dogmatism,  in 
close  conjunction  with  the  struggle  to  establish  the  uni¬ 
tary  party  ideological  system  in  literature  and  art.  In  this 


process,  flunkeyism,  dogmatism,  and  all  other  vestiges  of 
outmoded  ideologies,  which  have  long  had  harmful 
effects  on  the  development  of  literature  and  art,  have 
been  eliminated;  and  our  literary  and  art  works  have 
been  filled  with  the  content  which  deals  with  the  struggle 
to  insure  the  self-dependence  of  the  masses,  the  struggle 
to  oppose  imperialism  and  colonialism  and  realize 
national  independence  and  class  liberation,  and  the 
struggle  to  build  socialism  and  communism  as  major 
themes.  In  particular,  the  party’s  unitary  ideology  has 
been  thoroughly  established.  The  brilliant  embodiment 
of  the  unitary  party  ideology  in  our  literary  and  art  works 
is  proof  of  the  sagacity  of  our  party’s  leadership  and 
represents  an  outstanding  achievement  of  the  party. 

Literary  and  art,  although  revolutionary  and  socialist  in 
content,  cannot  be  chuche-oriented  literature  and  art 
unless  their  forms  are  consistent  with  their  substance 
and  agree  withe  the  temperament  and  taste  of  the  people. 
That  is  why  a  vigorous  struggle  should  be  waged  to 
reform  the  literary  and  artistic  forms. 

In  reforming  literary  and  art  forms,  it  is  important  to 
make  a  clean  sweep  of  the  reactionary  and  antipopular 
forms  and  methods  which  suit  the  humor  and  taste  of  the 
exploiting  class  and  to  create  new  forms  suitable  to  the 
intrinsic  nature  of  the  working  class  and  the  demands  of 
the  times. 

Thoroughly  relying  on  the  principles  of  chuche,  our  party 
has  walked  down  the  unique  path  of  sweeping  away  all 
outmoded  forms  left  behind  by  the  exploiting  class  and 
creating  new  forms  and  methods  of  literary  and  artistic 
expression.  It  is  our  party’s  firm  will  and  revolutionary 
trait  to  boldly  create  something  new  as  long  as  it  accords 
with  the  interests  of  the  Korean  revolution  and  suits  the 
temperament  and  taste  of  our  people,  without  being 
bound  by  the  existing  formulas  and  conventions. 

While  leading  the  cinematographic  revolution  in  its  early 
stage,  the  dear  Comrade  Kim  Chong-il  wisely  led  the 
efforts  to  sweep  away  all  outmoded  tendencies,  such  as 
naturalism,  formalism,  restorationism,  and  revisionism, 
in  the  areas  of  cinematography,  literature,  production, 
performance,  music,  and  art  and  to  create  new  forms  and 
methods  of  expression  in  our  own  way.  As  a  result,  the 
whole  world  has  come  to  appreciate  the  true  taste  of 
Korean  movies. 

The  “Sea  of  Blood’’  type  operas  and  the  “Songhwang- 
dang”  type  dramas  represent  a  comprehensive  success  in 
reforming  literary  and  art  content  and  form  according  to 
the  demands  of  the  chuche  ideology. 

While  leading  the  operatic  and  theatrical  revolutions 
daily,  the  dear  Comrade  Kim  Chong-il  saw  to  it  that  our 
artists  created  new  operas  of  the  “Sea  of  Blood"  type  and 
new  dramas  of  the  “Songhwangdang”  type,  radically 
different  from  old  operas  and  dramas,  thereby  putting  an 
end  to  the  outmoded  types  of  feudalistic  and  capitalisitc

operas  and  dramas  which  were  fossilized  in  the  conven¬ 
tional  mold  for  several  hundred  years  and  ushering  in  a 
new  era  of  revolutionary  operas  and  dramas  which  are 
insistent  with  the  demands  of  the  chuche  ideology. 

Indeed  the  birth  of  “Sea  of  Blood”  type  operas  and 
“Songhwangdang”  type  dramas  solemnly  heralded  the 
advent  of  the  golden  age  of  chuche-oriented  art,  in  which 
the  grand  flower  garden  of  our  chuche-oriented  literature 
and  art  would  shine  before  the  whole  world.  It  was  also 
a  powerful  demonstration  of  the  justness  and  invincibil¬ 
ity  of  our  party’s  sagacious  leadership.

As  a  result,  the  flower  garden  of  our  chuche- 
oriented  art  is  packed  with  excellent  pieces  of  music, 
painting,  and  dance  which  have  a  distinctively  national 
color. 

To  successfully  create  chuche-oriented  literature  and  art, 
there  must  be  radical  change  not  only  in  substance  and 
form  but  also  in  the  systems  and  methods  of  creation. 

Our  party  has  waged  a  vigorous  struggle  to  smash  the 
outmoded  bureaucratic,  individualistic,  and  dogmatic 
systems  and  methods  of  creation  attuned  to  the  interests 
and  taste  of  the  exploiting  class  and  to  create  the  new 
revolutionary  system  and  method  of  creation  which  are 
consistent  with  the  intrinsic  nature  of  socialist  society.

As  a  result,  our  literature  and  art  have  seen  numerous 
towering  monumental  structures  rise — such  as  the  Man- 
sudae  Monument,  the  Grand  Samjiyon  Monument,  the 
Great  Wangjaesan  Monument,  the  Chuche  Ideology 
Tower,  the  Arch  of  Triumph — to  pass  on  the  history  of 
the  great  leader’s  revolutionary  activities  and  achieve¬ 
ments  for  generations  to  come.  In  addition,  numerous 
revolutionary  movies,  revolutionary  novels,  and  various 
other  forms  of  outstanding  literary  and  art  works  have 
been  created.

For  our  nation,  which  has  gone  through  the  tribulations 
and  calamities  caused  by  the  division  of  the  country, 
national  reunification  is  the  supreme  task  which  brooks 
no  delay. 

Our  people’s  cause  of  national  reunification  is  in  serious 
difficulty  because  the  U.S.  imperialists,  the  ringleaders 
of  world  reaction  and  the  chieftains  of  world  imperial¬ 
ism,  who  are  in  illegal  occupation  of  South  Korea,  are 
flagrantly  trampling  our  people’s  right  to  national  inde¬ 
pendence  and  scheming  to  keep  our  nation  divided 
forever  while  viciously  pursuing  a  policy  of  aggression 
and  war.  However,  our  people’s  desire  to  reunify  their 
country  will  be  fulfilled  without  fail. 

The  ever-victorious  WPK,  as  a  guiding  force  in  the 
struggle  for  national  reunification,  is  leading  the  whole 
nation  on  the  one  straight  road  toward  this  goal. 

The  dear  Kim  Chong-il,  with  a  firm  determination  to 
brlliantly  implement  the  respected  and  beloved  leader 
Comrade  Kim  Il-song’s  idea  about  national  reunifica¬ 
tion,  has  deftly  dealt  with  the  complex  situation  at  home 
and  abroad  with  extraordinary  acumen,  scientific 
insights,  revolutionary  strategic  capabilities  and  bold¬ 
ness,  and  thus  has  opened  up  favorable  prospects  for 
national  reunification.

Each  time  the  situation  changed,  our  party,  the  guiding 
force  for  national  reunification,  set  forth  a  national 
unification  policy  best  adapted  to  the  change,  from  the 
chuche-oriented  point  of  view,  while  skillfully  leading 
the  struggle  for  the  reunification  of  the  country  on  its 
own  initiative. 

Setting  forth  a  scientific  line  and  policy  becomes  a  very 
important  problem  in  the  historic  struggle  to  achieve 
independence.  The  party’s  line  and  policy  constitute  the 
strategy  and  tactics  for  the  struggle  for  independence, 
and  they  are  the  banner  of  the  struggle. 

The  question  of  establishing  a  scientific  line  and  policy  is 
particularly  important  in  correctly  solving  the  problems 
of  realizing  the  reunification  of  a  divided  country  like 
ours  and  establishing  national  independence  in  the 
whole  country. 

The  question  of  reunifying  Korea  is  a  question  which  has 
to  be  settled  in  direct  confrontation  with  the  U.S.  impe¬ 
rialists  who  have  occupied  South  Korea  and  turned  it 
into  a  colony;  a  question  which  involves  the  different 
ideologies  and  systems  which  have  long  established  in 
the  North  and  the  South;  and  a  question  which  has 
become  one  of  the  focal  points  in  international  politics. 

Our  party  has  led  the  struggle  for  national  reunification 
in  the  right  direction  by  moving  forward  with  a  firm  grip 
on  the  basic  national  reunification  program  set  forth  by 
the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song,  namely,  the  three 
principles  of  independence,  peaceful  reunification,  and 
grand  national  unity. 

The  three  principles  of  national  reunification  are  the 
basic  principles  which  our  party  and  the  government  of 
the  republic  have  consistently  maintained  and  are  the 
common  national  principles  of  reunification  reflecting 
the  collective  will  of  the  Korean  people.  Only  on  the 
basis  of  the  three  principles  of  national  reunification  will 
it  be  possible  to  achieve  the  reunification  of  the  country 
without  any  foreign  interference  and  in  an  independent 
and  peaceful  manner  according  to  democratic  principles. 

The  principle  of  independence,  which  is  the  nucleus  of 
all  the  three  principles,  reflects  our  party’s  rock-bed 
position  of  settling  the  reunification  issue  by  the  efforts 
of  our  nation  without  foreign  interference. 

The  question  of  reunifying  country  is  not  an  interna¬ 
tional  dispute  but  an  internal  affair  of  the  Korean 
people.  Accordingly,  it  is  a  question  which  must  be 
settled  in  accordance  with  the  principle  of  national 
self-determination  and  in  which  no  foreign  force  has  any 
right  to  intervene. 
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Our  people  are  the  masters  in  settling  the  reunification 
issue,  and  they  are  the  ones  who  are  capable  of  settling  it. 
To  attempt  to  settle  this  national  affair  by  flunkeyism 
and  reliance  on  foreign  powers  is  the  road  to  subjugation 
and  national  ruin  and  is  an  anachronistic  delusion. 

Our  party,  known  as  the  most  independent-minded  of  all 
political  parties  in  the  world,  firmly  maintains  the  posi¬ 
tion  of  settling  the  reunification  issue  according  to  the 
principle  of  independence  under  all  circumstances  by 
opposing  flunkeyism  and  reliance  on  foreign  powers. 

The  principle  of  peaceful  reunification  reflects  our  peo¬ 
ple’s  desire  for  peace  in  an  important  issue  bearing  on 
the  problem  of  choosing  between  war  and  peace. 

The  reunification  issue  must  not  be  settled  by  means  of 
war.  Resorting  to  war  would  devastate  our  land  and 
bring  nothing  but  disaster  to  our  nation.  That  is  why  no 
Korean  wants  war.  If  a  war  were  to  break  out  in  Korea, 
it  would  escalate  into  a  nuclear  war  and  expand  into  a 
world  war.  That  is  why  the  peace-loving  people  of  the 
world,  let  alone  the  Korean  people,  want  the  question  of 
reunifying  Korea  to  be  settled  by  peaceful  means. 

Our  party  holds  fast  to  the  position  of  settling  the 
reunification  issue  by  peaceful  means  through  dialogue 
and  negotiation,  while  exposing  and  crushing  the  war 
provocation  maneuvers  of  the  U.S.  imperialists  and  their 
lackeys  at  each  step. 

The  principle  of  grand  national  unity  demands  that  the 
whole  nation  band  together  as  one,  instead  of  confront¬ 
ing  each  other  over  the  reunification  issue. 

The  reunification  of  our  country  is  a  cause,  designed  to 
serve  the  interests  of  our  people,  that  can  be  achieved 
only  when  they  band  together  and  struggle  for  its  attain¬ 
ment.  The  cause  of  national  reunification,  a  nationwide 
undertaking,  can  materialize  only  when  the  people  in  all 
walks  of  life  in  the  North  and  the  South  are  united, 
transcending  their  different  ideologies,  ideals,  and  sys¬ 
tems. 

The  people  in  the  North  and  South  have  different 
ideologies  and  ideals,  and  their  systems  are  also  differ¬ 
ent.  For  the  sake  of  national  reunification,  they  should 
first  consider  the  interests  of  our  nation  instead  of 
arguing  about  these  differences,  and  on  this  basis,  should 
strive  for  grand  national  unity.  If  the  North  and  the 
South,  regarding  their  different  ideologies,  ideals,  and 
systems  as  something  absolute,  should  embark  on  the 
road  of  confrontation,  it  would  only  lead  to  the  perpet¬ 
uation  of  division  and  the  scourges  of  war. 

Our  party  has  made  steady  efforts  to  achieve  grand 
national  unity  by  working  together  with  all  forces  desir¬ 
ous  of  national  reunification,  while  resolutely  opposing 
and  denouncing  the  antinational  machinations  of  the 
South  Korean  puppet  clique  which  seeks  confrontation 
between  the  North  and  the  South. 


As  you  see,  our  reunification  program,  based  on  the 
principles  of  independence,  peaceful  reunification,  and 
grand  national  unity,  is  the  most  just  banner  of  struggle 
that  is  fully  in  accord  with  the  unanimous  demand  of  our 
people  for  the  reunification  of  their  country  and  with  the 
trend  of  our  times  toward  independence. 

In  accordance  with  its  basic  program  for  national  reuni¬ 
fication,  our  party  has  proposed  various  reasonable 
formulas  for  realizing  the  reunification  of  the  country 
and  has  skillfully  led  the  struggle  for  national  reunifica¬ 
tion  on  its  own  initiative. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  has  long  explored 
the  road  to  reunification  by  proposing  the  fairest  and 
most  reasonable  formulas  for  peaceful  national  reunifi¬ 
cation.  He  set  forth  a  new  way  of  achieving  reunification 
by  proposing  the  formula  for  establishing  a  democratic 
confederal  republic  of  Koryo  at  the  6th  WPK  Congress 
in  October  1980. 

This  formula  for  establishing  the  Democratic  Confederal 
Republic  of  Koryo  is  a  unique  formula  for  reunifying  the 
country  by  which  the  North  and  the  South  will,  on  the 
basis  of  recognizing  and  accepting  each  other’s  ideology 
and  system  as  they  are,  form  a  unified  national  govern¬ 
ment  in  which  the  two  sides  will  participate  as  equals, 
that  is,  a  confederal  republic  under  which  the  North  and 
the  South  will  exercise  self-rule  in  their  respective  areas 
while  sharing  the  same  rights  and  duties. 

With  a  view  to  putting  the  new  proposal  for  establishing 
a  federal  state  into  practice,  our  party  convened  a  joint 
conference  of  political  parties  and  social  organizations  in 
the  northern  half  of  the  republic  on  1 1  November  1980 
to  propose  that  a  preparatory  committee  for  founding 
the  Democratic  Federal  Republic  of  Koryo  be  organized 
soon,  with  the  participation  of  various  political  parties 
and  groups  and  personages  in  all  strata  in  the  North  and 
the  South.  Subsequently,  on  6  August  1981,  under  the 
circumstances  in  which  the  South  continued  to  pursue  its 
line  of  national  division  in  disregard  of  this  proposal, 
various  political  parties  and  social  organization  in  the 
North  issued  a  joint  statement  proposing  the  convoca¬ 
tion  of  a  conference  for  the  promotion  of  national 
reunification,  participated  in  by  the  representatives  of  all 
political  parties  and  other  organizations  in  the  North 
and  the  South  which  were  aspiring  for  national  reunifi¬ 
cation,  in  order  to  discuss  whatever  reunification  formu¬ 
las  that  would  be  presented,  including  the  formula  for 
establishing  the  Democratic  Confederal  Republic  of 
Koryo. 

All  these  positive  proposals  made  by  our  party  were 
unable  to  bring  about  the  expected  results  because  of  the 
obstructionist  machinations  of  the  U.S.  imperialists  and 
the  South  Korean  authorities. 

Our  party,  while  leading  the  struggle  for  reunification  by 
an  outstanding  strategy  and  tested  leadership,  has 
opened  the  road  to  dialogue  on  its  own  initiative  in

conformity  with  the  prevailing  situation  at  each  given 
time,  by  maintaining  the  principled  position  of  eliminat¬ 
ing  all  obstacles  to  national  reunification  through  dia¬ 
logue  and  negotiation. 

To  cite  examples  in  recent  years  alone,  in  view  of  the 
serious  obstacles  to  the  peace  in  Korea  and  its  peaceful 
reunification  posed  by  the  war  provocation  machina¬ 
tions  of  the  U.S.  imperialists  and  the  South  Korean 
authorities,  our  party  made  a  new  proposal  in  January 
1 984  to  hold  tripartite  talks  among  us,  the  United  States, 
and  South  Korea — the  parties  responsible  for  securing 
peace  in  Korea. 

The  basic  content  of  the  proposal  for  tripartite  talks  is 
the  replacement  of  the  existing  armistice  agreement 
between  us  and  the  United  States  by  a  peaceful  agree¬ 
ment  and  the  adoption  of  a  declaration  of  nonaggression 
between  the  North  and  the  South,  in  order  to  create 
preconditions  necessary  for  peace  in  Korea  and  for 
peaceful  reunification. 

This  proposal  was  actively  supported  by  the  peace-loving 
people  of  the  world  as  well  as  the  Korean  people. 

However,  the  United  States  made  no  affirmative 
response  to  this  proposal,  choosing  instead  to  aggravate 
tension  on  the  Korean  Peninsula. 

Under  these  circumstances,  our  party  continued  to  press 
the  United  States  with  the  proposal  for  tripartite  talks, 
making  persistent  efforts  to  open  an  avenue  to  dialogue. 

The  delivery  of  our  relief  goods  to  the  South  Korean 
flood  victims  in  September  1984  served  as  an  epochal 
occasion  for  promoting  dialogue  and  negotiation 
between  the  North  and  the  South. 

Deeply  concerned  about  the  miserable  plight  of  the 
South  Korean  flood  victims,  our  party  took  measures  to 
transport  and  deliver  a  huge  amount  of  relief  goods  to 
South  Korea  soon,  thereby  breaking  through  the  walls  of 
division  with  warm  compatriotic  love  and  implanting  in 
the  hearts  of  our  fellow  countrymen  a  firm  determina¬ 
tion  to  strive  for  harmony  and  unity,  not  for  distrust  and 
confrontation. 

By  taking  advantage  of  the  favorable  atmosphere  result¬ 
ing  from  the  delivery  of  the  relief  goods  for  the  South 
Korean  flood  victims,  our  party  took  the  initiative  in 
proposing  a  dialogue  between  the  North  and  the  South. 
As  a  result,  economic  talks  were  held  on  1 5  November 
1984  for  the  first  time  in  nearly  40  years  since  our 
country  was  divided,  and  the  Red  Cross  talks,  which 
were  suspended  in  the  1970’s,  were  resumed  on  20 
November  1984. 

We  did  everything  in  our  power  to  make  the  long- 
awaited  economic  and  Red  Cross  talks  bring  about  good 
results  and  demanded  that  the  North-South  talks  be 
upgraded  eventually  to  high-level  talks. 


But  the  U.S.  imperialists  and  the  South  Korean  puppet 
clique  chose  to  strain  the  relaxed  atmosphere  surround¬ 
ing  the  Korean  situation  which  had  just  been  created  and 
to  throw  cold  water  on  the  dialogues  and  negotiations. 
Beginning  in  early  February  1985,  they  staged  “Team 
Spirit  85,”  the  largest  military  exercise  in  history,  in 
South  Korea  against  us,  thereby  throwing  the  economic 
and  Red  Cross  talks  into  a  state  of  suspension. 

Tension  on  the  Korean  Peninsula  was  aggravated,  and 
the  situation  was  reverting  to  the  state  of  acute  confron¬ 
tation  and  an  atmospher  of  war. 

Sharply  seeing  through  this  situation,  our  party  made  a 
new  peace  proposal  in  April  1985  on  its  own  initiative 
for  holding  talks  between  the  North  and  South  Korean 
legislatures  to  adopt  a  joint  declaration  on  nonaggres¬ 
sion,  in  order  to  create  preconditions  necessary  for  peace 
on  the  Korean  Peninsula  and  for  the  peaceful  reunifica¬ 
tion  of  Korea.  This  was  a  positive  peace  proposal  which 
was  designed  to  solve  the  problem  of  easing  tension  as 
much  as  possible  by  our  people  themselves  under  the 
circumstances  in  which  our  proposal  for  the  tripartite 
talks  had  not  yet  materialized.  Unable  to  find  any  further 
excuse  in  the  face  of  the  fairness  of  our  proposal,  the 
South  Korean  side  was  compelled  to  participate  in  the 
preliminary  contacts.  But  it  raised  artificial  obstacles 
under  preposterous  pretexts  after  the  preliminary  con¬ 
tacts. 

Keenly  aware  of  the  increasing  danger  of  war  caused  by 
the  ever-intensifying  war  provocation  maneuvers  by  the 
U.S.  imperialists  and  the  South  Korean  puppets  behind 
the  talks,  our  party  came  to  realize  that  the  first  thing  to 
make  North-South  talks  proceed  successfully  was  to  ease 
tension,  and  with  this  realization,  issued  a  Foreign 
Ministry  statement  on  1 1  January  1986  announcing  the 
suspension  of  military  exercises  on  our  own  initiative  in 
order  to  ease  tension  on  the  Korean  Peninsula. 

However,  the  U.S.  imperialists  and  the  South  Korean 
puppets  responded  to  this  peace  proposal  with  the 
“Team  Spirit  86”  joint  military  exercise,  thereby  throw¬ 
ing  the  North-South  dialogue  into  the  state  of  rupture 
and  aggravating  the  situation  in  the  extreme. 

Inasmuch  as  the  question  of  easing  tension  and  preserv¬ 
ing  peace  on  the  Korean  Peninsula  is  an  important 
question  bearing  on  the  destiny  of  our  nation,  our  party 
has  never  paused,  not  even  a  moment,  in  making  sincere 
persevering  efforts  to  solve  this  problem. 

In  June  1986  we  proposed  military  talks  among  the 
minister  of  the  DPRK  Ministry  of  People’s  Armed 
Forces,  the  commander  in  chief  of  the  allied  forces 
stationed  in  South  Korea,  and  the  minister  of  the  south 
Korean  “Ministry  of  National  Defense  to  discuss  mat¬ 
ters  related  to  the  suspension  of  military  exercises  and 
military  buildup,  the  reduction  of  the  troop  strength  and 
armament,  and  the  observation  of  the  armistice  agree¬ 
ment.  This  proposal  was  immediately  followed  by  other 
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peace  initiatives,  such  as  a  proposal  for  converting  the 
Korean  Peninsula  to  a  nuclear-free  peace  zone  and  a 
decision  to  divert  1 50,000  troops  to  peaceful  construc¬ 
tion. 

Our  party  has  made  positive  efforts  to  eliminate  the 
political  confrontation  and  military  tension  prevailing 
on  the  Korean  Peninsula  and  to  create  circumstances 
conducive  to  the  peaceful  reunification  of  Korea  by 
realizing  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song’s  pro¬ 
posal  for  North-South  high-level  political  and  military 
talks. 

Our  party  has  also  exerted  great  efforts  in  the  struggle  to 
prevent  the  country  from  remaining  divided  forever,  by 
crushing  the  “two-Koreas”  plot  of  the  U.S.  imperialists 
and  the  South  Korean  puppets  at  each  step. 

The  “two-Koreas”  plot  concocted  by  the  U.S.  imperial¬ 
ists  and  the  South  Korean  puppet  clique  is,  in  essence, 
aimed  at  keeping  our  country  divided  forever  by  realiz¬ 
ing  the  “simultaneous  admission  to  the  United  Nations” 
and  the  “cross  recognition”  of  the  North  and  he  South. 

Each  time  the  U.S.  imperialists  and  the  South  Korean 
puppet  clique  advocated  “simultaneous  admission  to  the 
United  Nations”  and  “cross  recognition,”  our  party 
dealt  a  strong  blow,  making  them  come  under  interna¬ 
tional  condemnation. 

Indeed,  on  the  basis  of  the  basic  program  for  national 
reunification,  our  party  has  made  the  most  appropriate 
and  reasonable  proposals  at  each  developmental  period 
and  stage  of  the  revolution  and  has  most  judiciously  led 
the  struggle  to  realize  these  proposals,  thereby  continu¬ 
ing  to  chart  a  straight  road  to  national  reunification  and 
national  salvation. 

The  struggle  for  national  reunification  is  an  arduous, 
complex,  and  long-term  struggle.  To  successfully  carry 
out  this  struggle,  it  is  necessary  to  prepare  strong  reuni¬ 
fication-minded  forces.  Only  by  so  doing  will  it  be 
possible  to  successfully  fulfill  the  cause  of  national 
reunification  in  conformity  with  the  interests  and  aspi¬ 
rations  of  our  people  by  overcoming  all  difficulties  and 
obstacles  standing  in  the  way  of  reunification. 

A  long  time  ago  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song 
enunciated  the  idea  of  strengthening  the  revolutionary 
forces  in  the  northern  and  southern  halves  of  the  repub¬ 
lic  and  the  international  revolutionary  forces. 

Our  party  has  scored  great  successes  by  waging  a  vigor¬ 
ous  struggle  to  strengthen  the  three  major  revolutionary 
forces  as  proposed  by  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim 
Il-song. 

In  strengthening  the  three  major  revolutionary  forces, 
the  revolutionary  forces  in  the  northern  half  of  the 
republic  are  of  the  first  importance. 


The  firm  consolidation  of  the  revolutionary  forces  in  the 
northern  half  of  the  republic  in  the  political,  economic, 
and  military  areas  through  the  active  prosecution  of 
revolution  and  construction  constitutes  a  decisive  guar¬ 
antee  for  the  successful  fulfillment  of  the  the  lofty  cause 
of  national  reunification. 

Only  by  vigorously  pushing  revolution  and  construction 
in  the  northern  half  of  the  republic  will  it  be  possible  to 
firmly  consolidate  the  stronghold  of  our  revolution  and 
successfully  fulfill  the  cause  of  national  reunification. 

By  setting  forth  the  program  for  converting  the  whole 
society  to  the  chuche  ideology  in  the  northern  half  of  the 
republic,  our  party  and  the  government  of  the  republic 
have  vigorously  waged  the  ideological,  technological, 
and  cultural  revolutions  and  have  made  prodigious 
achievements  in  the  formidable  task  of  remaking  man, 
society,  and  nature  according  to  the  demands  of  chuche. 

All  our  party  members  and  workers  in  particular  are 
growing  to  be  chuche-type  revolutionaries  who  hold  the 
chuche  ideology  as  the  basis  of  their  revolutionary  world 
view  and  who  regard  loyalty  to  the  party  and  the  leader 
as  life  itself,  while  serving  as  a  living  fortress  and  shield 
to  protect  and  defend  the  respected  and  beloved  leader 
and  the  Party  Center  under  whatever  adverse  circum¬ 
stance. 

Not  only  have  the  revolutionary  forces  in  the  northern 
half  of  the  republic  been  consolidated  rock-firm,  but  the 
revolutionary  forces  in  the  southern  half  also  have  been 
strengthened  extraordinarily.

United  State.  Under  this  condition,  only  by  opposing 
flunkeyism  and  thoroughly  establishing  chuche,  will  it  be 
possible  to  enhance  the  spirit  of  national  independence 
among  the  South  Korean  people  and  galvanize  them  into

a  vigorous  anti-U.S.,  antifascist  struggle  for  indepen¬ 
dence  and  democratization.”  (“Let  Us  Move  Forward 
Upholding  the  Banner  of  Marxism-Leninism  and  the 
Chuche  Ideology,”  monograph,  p  30) 

Our  party  has  paid  great  attention  to  arming  the  South 
Korean  people  with  an  ideological  consciousness  of 
independence  and  has  conducted  an  active  propaganda 
campaign  to  free  them  from  the  flunkyist  worship  of  the 
United  States  and  the  mentality  of  fear  and  subservience 
toward  the  United  States. 

With  the  Kwangju  popular  uprising  in  1980  as  a  turning 
point,  the  fantasy  about  the  U.S.  imperialists  among  the 
South  Korean  people  was  shattered  and  the  spearhead  of 
struggle  has  been  gradually  directed  at  the  U.S.  aggres¬ 
sors,  and  the  anti-U.S.  struggle  for  independence  has 
come  to  the  fore. 

As  the  anti-U.S.  struggle  for  independence  came  to  the 
fore  and  proceeded  in  proper  combination  with  the 
antifascist  struggle  for  democratization  in  South  Korea, 
the  South  Korean  revolutionary  forces  for  national  reu¬ 
nification  have  grown  stronger  in  quality. 

The  South  Korean  youths,  students,  and  people  have 
established  the  view  of  social  history  which  regards  the 
masses  as  the  “masters  of  history”  and  have  set  forth  the 
Three-People’s  principles  of  “national  reunification,  the 
liberation  of  the  people,  and  democracy,”  thereby  put¬ 
ting  their  movements  firmly  on  the  track  of  self-depen¬ 
dence.

The  movements  in  South  Korea  have 
clearly  defined  ideals;  various  struggle  organizations 
have  been  formed  in  keeping  with  the  actual  situation; 
and  coordinated  joint  struggles  are  proceeding  in  various 
forms.  All  this  signifies  that  the  revolutionary  movement 
in  South  Korea  is  developing  into  a  new  phase. 

Moreover,  with  the  South  Korean  youth  and  student 
movement  closely  linked  to  the  struggle  of  the  working 
class,  the  revolutionary  forces  in  South  Korea  are 
strengthening  further. 


Various  resistance  struggles,  such  as  the  October  1979 
Pusan  and  Masan  popular  uprisings,  the  heroic  May 
1980  Kwangju  popular  uprising,  and  the  May  1986 
struggle  in  Inchon,  were  waged  in  close  conjunction  with 
the  struggle  of  the  working  class.  This  clearly  shows  that 
the  youth  and  student  movement  in  South  Korea  will 
display  its  great  might  when  it  is  combined  with  the 
struggle  of  the  working  class  and  develops  onto  a  higher 
stage. 

Our  party  has  seen  to  it  that  the  people  in  the  northern 
half  of  the  country  always  remember  the  South  Korean 
people  who  are  suffering  from  all  kinds  of  misfortunes 
and  tribulations  under  the  U.S.  imperialists’  colonial 
rule  and  actively  support  their  just  patriotic  struggle 
against  the  U.S.  imperialists  and  their  lackeys. 

In  this  way  our  party  has  directed  great  concern  to 
strengthening  the  revolutionary  forces  in  South  Korea. 
Today  the  forces  opposing  the  U.S.  imperialists  and  the 
Chon  Tu-hwan  puppet  clique  are  increasing  and 
strengthening.

To  achieve  a  correct  balance  between  independence  and 
international  unity  is  an  important  matter  in  fulfilling 
both  national  and  international  obligations.

In 
the  world  there  are  large  and  small  parties,  large  and 
small  countries,  and  economically  developed  and  lagging 
countries.  But  all  states  and  nations  are  equal  and 
independent.  Only  by  holding  fast  to  its  independent 
position  and  pursuing  an  independent  foreign  policy  will 
it  be  possible  for  a  working  class  party  to  maintain  a 
principled  and  consistent  position  in  its  lines  and  poli¬ 
cies,  to  create  an  international  situation  favorable  to  the 
revolution  in  its  own  country,  and  to  contribute  to  the 
prosecution  of  the  world  revolution. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught: 

“We  will  formulate  and  implement  our  foreign  policy  in

“Achieving  the  complete  victory  of  socialism  is  an 
inevitable  requirement  of  socialist  and  communist  con¬ 
struction  and  a  historic  task  that  should  be  accomplished 
in  the  period  of  transition  from  capitalism  to  socialism.” 
(“For  the  Complete  Victory  of  Socialism,”  monograph, 
P  4) 

The  question  concerning  the  complete  victory  of  social¬ 
ism  is  closely  related  to  problems  concerning  the  period 
of  transition  from  capitalism  to  socialism.  The  cause  of 
building  socialism  is  completed  via  the  period  of  transi¬ 
tion  from  capitalism  to  socialism. 

The  period  of  transition  from  capitalism  to  socialism  is 
the  period  in  which  an  acute  class  struggle  is  carried  out 
between  socialism  and  capitalism,  and  it  is  also  a  period 
of  historic  change  in  which  socialist  society  is  completed 
by  remodeling  man,  society,  and  nature  according  to  the 
aspirations  and  demands  of  the  working  class.  The 
historical  mission  of  the  transitional  period  is  that  of 
completely  defeating  capitalism  in  every  facet  of  social 
life  and  realizing  a  class  society  by  eliminating  all  class 
antagonism  and  class  distinctions. 

To  completely  realize  the  independence  of  the  masses,  it 
is  absolutely  necessary  to  fulfill  the  historic  missions  in 
the  period  of  transition  from  capitalism  to  socialism,  and 
to  do  this,  it  is  necessary  not  only  to  transform  the 
system  of  exploitation  of  the  old  society  in  a  revolution¬ 
ary  way  and  establish  the  socialist  system  but  also  to 
eliminate  class  distinctions  and  build  a  classless  society. 

Needless  to  say,  the  establishment  of  the  socialist  system 
will  mark  a  historic  transition  in  the  course  of  social 
development  from  capitalism  to  socialism.  But  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  the  socialist  system  does  not  automatically 
result  in  the  completion  of  the  transition  of  capitalism  to 
socialism.  Even  after  the  socialist  system  is  established, 
the  ideological,  technological,  and  cultural  backwardness 
carried  over  from  the  old  society  will  still  remain. 
Because  of  this,  various  distinctions,  such  as  distinctions 
between  cities  and  villages  and  between  workers  and 
peasants,  will  remain  extant.  The  material  and  techno¬ 
logical  foundations  of  the  new  socialist  society  will  be 
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weak  compared  with  the  advanced  socialist  system,  and 
the  material  and  cultural  living  standards  of  the  workers 
also  fall  short  of  a  proper  level.  When  the  socialist  system 
is  established,  the  exploiting  class  ceases  to  exist  in 
society,  but  the  corosive  effects  of  the  old  ideologies  will 
continue  and  the  ideological  and  cultural  penetration 
and  subversive  machinations  of  the  outside  hostile 
forces  against  socialism  will  also  continue.  Under  these 
circumstances,  it  cannot  be  said  that  the  transition  from 
capitalism  to  socialism  has  been  completed  and  social¬ 
ism  has  won  a  complete  victory. 

In  order  that  all  the  working  masses  may  enjoy  complete 
social  equality,  not  only  class  distinctions  but  also  the 
exploitation  of  one  class  by  another  class  should  be 
eliminated.  Only  when  a  classless  society  is  realized,  will 
all  members  of  the  society  be  able  to  lead  an  independent 
and  creative  life  as  equal  masters  of  the  state  and  society. 
Only  then  will  capitalism  have  been  completed  defeated 
in  every  aspect  of  social  life,  and  socialism  will  have  won 
a  complete  victory.  That  is  why  achieving  the  complete 
victory  of  socialism  becomes  a  historic  task  which  is 
inevitably  required  to  complete  the  period  of  transition 
from  capitalism  to  socialism  and  realize  a  classless 
society  through  a  struggle  to  realize  the  full  indepen¬ 
dence  of  the  masses,  including  the  working  class. 

This  indicates  that  establishing  a  socialist  system 
through  a  socialist  revolution,  realizing  the  socialist 
society  which  has  won  a  complete  victory,  and  moving 
into  the  higher  stage  of  communism  is  exactly  the  natural 
law-governed  process  of  building  socialism  and  commu¬ 
nism. 

Seen  from  the  point  of  view  of  social  development,  the 
socialist  society  which  has  won  a  complete  victory  is  a 
society  which  has  completed  the  transition  from  capital¬ 
ism  to  socialism  and  in  which  communism  has  been 
realized  at  its  low  level. 

The  place  that  socialist  society  will  occupy  subsequent  to 
its  complete  victory  will  be  directly  related  to  the  fea¬ 
tures  of  that  society.  If  the  degree  of  independence 
enjoyed  by  the  masses  is  a  criterion,  the  socialist  society 
that  has  won  a  completely  victory  is  a  perfected  society 
in  which  the  whole  society  has  become  the  working  class 
and  all  the  people  enjoy  an  independent  and  creative  life 
as  equal  masters  of  the  state  and  society.  It  is  also  a 
developed  classless  society  which  guarantees  complete 
social  equality  and  an  affluent  material  and  cultural  life 
to  all  its  members. 

The  socialist  society  which  won  a  complete  victory, 
being  a  classless  society,  is  a  society  which  has  gone 
through  the  period  of  transition  from  capitalism  to 
socialism.  But  in  this  society,  a  certain  degree  of  differ¬ 
ence  between  mental  and  manual  labor  and  between  the 
material  and  cultural  living  standards  of  different  people 


still  exist,  and  social  productivity  has  not  reached  suffi¬ 
ciently  high  to  carry  out  distribution  according  to  the 
needs.  Therefore,  this  society  represents  communism  at 
its  lower  state  and  is  yet  to  reach  its  higher  stage. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song’s  scientific  eluci¬ 
dation  of  the  natural  law-governed  process  of  socialist 
and  communist  construction  and  of  the  features  of  the 
completely  victorious  socialist  society  is  a  valuable  ideo¬ 
logical  and  theoretical  asset  which  has  further  perfected 
the  revolutionary  theory  of  the  working  class.  It  is  also  an 
outstanding  ideological  theory  which  enables  us  to  carry 
out  our  revolutionary  struggle  and  construction  pro¬ 
grams  with  confidence  by  presenting  a  clear  panoramic 
view  of  the  strategic  goals  that  should  be  fulfilled  in 
building  socialism  and  communism.  This  theory  fully 
delineates  the  strategic  heights  that  must  be  seized  and 
scaled  in  building  socialism  and  communism  and  pro¬ 
vides  a  firm  guarantee  for  the  working  class  and  its  party 
to  move  forward  straight  toward  socialism  and  commu¬ 
nism  without  the  slightest  twist  or  turn. 

In  his  historic  policy  speech  “For  the  Complete  Victory 
of  Socialism,”  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song 
outlined  the  most  correct  strategies  and  tactics  for  the 
struggle  to  win  the  complete  victory  of  socialism,  thereby 
achieving  the  immortal  exploit  of  providing  the  guiding 
principle  on  socialist  and  communist  construction. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught: 

“...to  win  the  complete  victory  of  socialism,  we  have  yet 
to  do  much  more  in  the  areas  of  remaking  man,  society, 
and  nature.”  (Ibid.,  pp  7-8) 

Remaking  man,  society,  and  nature  is  a  sacred  struggle  to 
create  basic  conditions  for  achieving  the  complete  vic¬ 
tory  of  socialism. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song,  in  his  policy 
speech,  comprehensively  outlined  the  tasks  and  methods 
for  accelerating  the  remaking  of  man,  society,  and  nature 
and  clearly  set  forth  strategies  and  tactics  for  the  com¬ 
plete  victory  of  socialism. 

The  basic  problem  in  achieving  the  complete  victory  of 
socialism  is  how  to  eliminate  class  distinctions  and 
achieve  a  classless  society  by  remolding  man  and  his 
relations  with  society  after  the  pattern  of  the  working 
class. 

Socialism  in  its  original  sense  means  the  society  of  the 
working  class.  A  socialist  society  complete  with  all  its 
intrinsic  features  is  a  working  classified  society  in  all 
aspects,  namely,  a  classless  society  in  which  everyone 
belongs  to  the  working  class,  with  social  relations  pat¬ 
terned  after  the  working  class. 

The  class  distinctions  between  workers  and  peasants  can 
be  eliminated,  not  by  fusing  the  workers  and  farmers 
into  some  mixture  which  is  neither  the  working  class  nor 
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the  peasantry,  but  by  turning  the  farmers  into  the  work¬ 
ing  class.  Moreover,  social  relations  characteristic  of  the 
perfected  socialist  society  are  attained  by  remolding 
nonworking-class  type  social  relations  in  conformity 
with  the  demands  and  aspirations  of  the  working  class. 

Elimination  of  class  conflicts  and  class  distinctions  and 
abolition  of  the  classes  altogether  is  a  basic  requirement 
for  realizing  the  independence  of  the  masses. 

In  a  class  society,  struggle  for  independence  is  in  itself 
struggle  for  class  liberation.  Since  the  first  day  it 
appeared  on  the  arena  of  history,  the  working  class,  by 
reflecting  the  centuries-old  aspirations  of  the  masses  to 
free  themselves  from  class  subjugation  and  to  live  in 
freedom,  has  advocated  slogans  calling  for  the  abolition 
of  classes  and  has  waged  a  bloody  struggle  to  achieve  this 
goal.  The  abolition  of  classes  and  the  realization  of  a 
classless  society  is  the  historic  task  that  the  working  class 
took  upon  itself:  the  important  goal  of  building  socialism 
and  communism. 

The  socialist  revolution  marks  an  important  turning 
point  in  the  struggle  of  the  working  class  for  the  abolition 
of  classes.  When  the  exploiting  class  is  liquidated 
through  the  socialist  revolution,  the  conflict  between 
classes,  which  is  the  source  of  all  social  misfortunes,  will 
be  eliminated,  with  the  workers  and  the  cooperative 
farmers  remaining  as  the  only  class  entities.  Accordingly, 
the  question  of  abolishing  classes  in  socialist  society  is 
one  of  eliminating  the  class  distinction  between  the 
workers  and  the  peasants  by  solving  the  agrarain  ques¬ 
tion;  and  only  when  this  question  is  settled,  will  it  be 
possible  to  ultimately  fulfill  the  historic  task  of  abolish¬ 
ing  the  classes  and  realizing  a  classless  society. 

It  is  because  of  the  class  distinction  between  workers  and 
peasants  in  socialist  society  that  various  differences  in 
social  life  and  various  social  relations  incompatible  with 
the  working  class  will  partly  remain  in  society.  There¬ 
fore,  the  elimination  of  the  class  distinction  between 
workers  and  peasants  is  a  key  task  in  transforming 
society  following  the  establishment  of  the  socialist  sys¬ 
tem, 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  has  clearly  stated 
that  to  eliminate  the  class  distinction  between  the  work¬ 
ers  and  peasants,  it  is  necessary  to  turn  cooperative 
ownership  into  ownership  by  all  of  the  people  and  to 
establish  the  unitary  control  of  means  of  production  by 
ownership  by  all  of  the  people. 

Relations  of  ownership  of  the  means  of  production  are 
the  basic  factors  that  define  class  character.  The  two 
classes,  the  workers  and  the  peasants,  exist  in  socialist 
society  because  cooperative  ownership  and  ownership  by 
all  of  the  people  exist.  Therefore,  only  by  turning  coop¬ 
erative  ownership  into  ownership  by  all  of  the  people  will 
it  be  possible  to  eliminate  the  class  distinction  between 
the  workers  and  peasants. 


Turning  cooperative  ownership  into  ownership  by  all  of 
the  people  is  an  inevitable  demand  in  the  development 
of  socialist  society.  Collectivism,  the  foundation  of  life  in 
socialist  society,  demands  that  all  social  relations, 
including  relations  of  ownership,  ceaselessly  develop  in 
conformity  with  the  common  interests  and  demands  of 
the  entire  society. 

Keeping  pace  with  the  development  in  agricultural  pro¬ 
ductivity,  cooperative  ownership  should  naturally 
develop  into  an  increasingly  high  level  of  socialization 
and  ultimately  turn  into  ownership  by  all  of  the  people. 
When  cooperative  ownership  has  been  turned  into  own¬ 
ership  by  all  of  the  people,  and  all  working  people  work 
in  an  integrated  economy  under  all-people’s  ownership, 
the  communist  principle  of  “one  for  all,  and  all  for  one” 
can  be  implemented  on  a  societywide  and  nationwide 
scale. 

The  basic  way  to  turn  cooperative  ownership  into  own¬ 
ership  by  all  of  the  people  is  to  eliminate  the  ideological, 
technological,  and  cultural  backwardness  of  the  country¬ 
side,  and  to  do  this,  the  “Theses  on  the  Socialist  Agrarian 
Question  in  Our  Country”  should  be  thoroughly  imple¬ 
mented.  Only  by  so  doing  will  it  be  possible  to  solve  the 
problem  of  turning  cooperative  ownership  into  owner¬ 
ship  by  all  of  the  people  from  a  firm  chuche  point  of 
view,  eliminate  the  class  distinction  between  workers 
and  peasants,  and  achieve  the  complete  victory  of  social¬ 
ism  along  a  straight  path  without  the  slightest  deviation. 

To  accelerate  socialist  economic  construction  while  wag¬ 
ing  a  vigorous  struggle  to  remolding  the  relationship 
between  man  and  society  after  the  pattern  of  the  working 
class  is  an  important  task  in  achieving  the  complete 
victory  of  socialism. 

The  vigorous  acceleration  of  socialist  economic  con¬ 
struction  is  an  essential  requirement  for  building  the 
firm  material  and  technological  foundations  of  socialism 
befitting  the  socialist  society  which  has  won  a  full 
victory.  Socialist  economic  construction  is  a  worthy 
struggle  to  create  conditions  necessary  to  provide  the 
masses  with  an  independent  and  creative  life  by  con¬ 
quering  nature,  and  it  is  a  sacred  struggle  to  capture  the 
material  fortress  of  communism.  Only  by  consolidating 
the  material  and  technological  foundations  of  socialism 
by  accelerating  economic  construction  will  it  be  possible 
to  have  everyone  enjoy  a  happy  material  life  as  well  as  an 
independent  political  and  ideological  life,  to  strengthen 
and  consolidate  the  socialist  system,  and  to  achieve  the 
complete  victory  of  socialism. 

The  great  leader  has  not  only  elucidated  the  importance 
of  consolidating  the  material  and  technological  founda¬ 
tions  of  socialism  but  also  clarified  in  concrete  terms  the 
features  of  the  material  and  technological  foundations  of 
socialism  for  the  completely  victorious  socialist  society.

[Text]  In  his  historic  policy  speech,  “For  the  Complete 
Victory  of  Socialism,”  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim 
Il-song  first  summed  up  the  results  of  the  brilliant 
implementation  of  the  militant  program  for  building  a 
socialist,  communist  society  which  had  been  set  forth  in 
the  early  days  of  the  anti-Japanese  revolutionary  strug¬ 
gle,  and  then  presented  a  general  outline  of  revolutionary 
strategy  designed  to  achieve  the  complete  victory  of 
socialism  and  building  communism  in  our  country. 

Our  party  members  and  workers,  who  show  constancy  of 
reverence  to  the  respected  and  beloved  leader  Comrade 
Kim  Il-song  as  the  head  of  state,  have  embraced  his 
general  outline  of  revolution  with  immense  emotion  and 
excitement  and  are  now  waging  a  formidable  struggle  to 
implement  it,  with  overflowing  energy  and  passion,  a 
firm  conviction  in  victory,  and  fervent  loyalty. 

The  proud  achievements  our  people  have  scored  in  the 
struggle  to  fulfill  the  first  year  portion  of  the  Third 
7-Year  Plan  are  convincing  proof  of  the  validity  and 
invincible  vitality  of  the  thoughts  and  theories  eluci¬ 
dated  by  the  great  leader  in  his  historic  policy  speech. 

We  will  further  accelerate  the  complete  victory  of  social¬ 
ism  by  studying  in  depth  the  measures  outlined  in  the 
great  leader’s  historic  work  and  by  thoroughly  imple¬ 
menting  them  in  every  aspect  of  the  revolution  and 
socialist  construction. 

The  cause  of  building  a  communist  society  is  a  historic 
cause  of  the  working  class  which  can  be  attained  only 
through  a  protracted  revolutionary  struggle. 

To  successfully  fulfill  the  cause  of  building  communism, 
which  takes  a  long  time  to  accomplish,  it  is  necessary  to 
successfully  insure  the  strategical  and  tactical,  as  well  as 
ideological  and  theoretical,  leadership  of  the  revolution 
and  construction.  It  is  important,  in  this  connection,  to 
accurately  define  the  strategic  stages  and  goals  and  the 
methods  of  implementation. 

Only  when  the  strategic  stages  and  goals  and  the  methods 
of  implementation  are  accurately  defined,  will  it  be 
possible  to  set  forth  concrete  tasks  which  must  be  carried 
out  in  revolutionary  struggle  and  construction,  to  vigor¬ 
ously  organize  and  mobilize  broad  circles  of  people  in 
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the  implementation  of  these  tasks,  and  to  strenuously 
lead  the  revolution  and  construction  along  one  straight 
road  to  victory  and  thus  brilliantly  consummate  the 
cause  of  communism. 


In  his  historic  policy  speech,  “For  the  Complete  Victory 
of  Socialism,”  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song 
further  deepened,  developed,  and  synthesized  his  chu- 
che-based  theory  on  achieving  the  complete  victory  of 
socialism  into  one  unitary  system,  thereby  brightly  illu¬ 
minating  the  road  for  triumphant  advance  toward  the 
consummation  of  the  cause  of  socialism  and  commu¬ 
nism. 


In  his  policy  speech,  the  great  leader  provided  in  partic¬ 
ular  the  basic  key  to  successfully  building  the  socialist 
society  in  which  socialism  has  won  a  complete  victory, 
by  analyzing  the  basic  problems  that  will  arise  in  achiev¬ 
ing  the  complete  victory  of  socialism  and  by  systematiz¬ 
ing  an  ingenious  theory  on  solving  these  problems. 

To  determine  what  the  most  basic  problems  are  that  will 
arise  in  achieving  the  complete  victory  of  socialism  and 
to  solve  these  basic  problems  is  the  key  issue  on  which 
depends  the  successful  building  of  a  completely  victori¬ 
ous  socialist  society. 

From  the  firm  chuche  point  of  view,  the  great  leader 
scientifically  analyzed  the  inevitable  requirements  of  the 
developing  revolution  in  our  times  and  the  actual 
requirements  of  socialist  construction  in  our  country, 
and  on  the  basis  of  this  analysis,  he  clearly  theorized  that 
it  is  a  basic  requirement  in  achieving  the  complete 
victory  of  socialism  to  eliminate  class  distinctions  and 
build  a  classless  society  by  remodeling  man  and  social 
relations  after  the  pattern  of  the  working  class. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught: 

“The  basic  question  in  achieving  the  complete  victory  of 
socialism  is  that  of  eliminating  class  distinctions  and 
realizing  a  classless  society  by  remodeling  man  and  social 
relations  after  the  pattern  of  the  working  class.”  (“For 
the  Complete  Victory  of  Socialism,”  monograph,  p  8) 

The  reason  why  the  elimination  of  class  distinctions  and 
the  realization  of  a  classless  society  through  the  remod¬ 
eling  of  man  and  social  relations  after  the  pattern  of  the 
working  class  is  the  basic  task  in  achieving  the  complete 
victory  of  socialism,  is  related,  above  all,  to  the  fact  that 
socialist  society  is  in  essence  the  society  of  the  working 
class. 

Seen  from  a  class  point  of  view,  socialist  society  is  a 
society  in  which  the  demands  and  aspirations  of  the 
workers  as  a  class  have  been  fulfilled. 


Since  capitalism  clearly  exposed  all  its  contradictions 
and  evils  and  the  working  class  emerged  as  a  political 
force  on  the  arena  of  history,  socialism  has  become  the 
ideal  by  which  the  workers  express  their  class  aspirations 
and  demands. 

Seen  from  a  historical  point  of  view,  socialism  was  first 
advocated  by  visionary  socialists,  and  various  classes 
and  strata  carried  out  different  social  movements  to 
realize  their  own  versions  of  socialism. 

However,  no  class  or  stratum  other  than  the  working 
class  was  able  to  present  the  ideal  of  genuine  socialism, 
namely,  the  ideal  of  a  society  which  is  free  from  exploi¬ 
tation  and  oppression  and  in  which  everyone  is  free  and 
equal. 

The  working  class,  the  most  independent  and  revolution¬ 
ary  class,  is  the  only  class  that  not  only  has  upheld 
socialism  as  a  genuine  ideal  but  also  has  translated  it  into 
reality. 

Socialism  has  metamorphosed  from  visionary  socialism 
into  scientific  socialism  through  the  long  struggle  of  the 
working  class  in  history,  from  a  mere  wish  for  a  free, 
equal  society  into  a  reality.  However,  this  is  not  to  say 
that  the  present  socialist  society  has  all  of  the  intrinsic 
class  features  socialism  should  have.  The  society  which 
has  all  the  intrinsic  class  features  of  socialism,  namely, 
the  socialist  society  which  has  won  a  complete  victory,  is 
a  society  all  sectors  of  which  have  been  working  classi¬ 
fied. 

Socialist  society  is  a  classless  society  that  can  be  attained 
by  the  working  class  through  the  revolutionization  and 
working  classification  of  all  other  members  of  the  soci¬ 
ety,  including  the  peasants,  and  remodeling  all  social 
relations  to  suit  the  aspirations  and  demands  of  the 
working  class. 

Accordingly,  socialist  society  is  perfect  only  when  all 
members  of  the  society  have  been  turned  into  the  work¬ 
ing  class,  all  social  relations  remodeled  after  the  pattern 
of  the  working  class,  the  full  features  of  the  working  class 
society  completely  attained. 

Another  reason  why  the  realization  of  a  classless  society 
is  the  basic  requirement  for  the  complete  victory  of 
socialism  is  that  the  elimination  of  class  conflict  and 
class  distinctions  and  the  abolition  of  classes  altogether 
are  the  basic  conditions  for  realizing  the  independence  of 
the  masses. 

In  socialist  society,  the  masses  occupy  their  position  and 
play  their  role  as  masters  of  the  society.  Socialist  society 
is  an  advanced  society  in  which  the  masses  are  the 
masters  in  all  respects  and  everything  serves  their  inter¬ 
ests.  Seen  from  this  point  of  view,  for  socialism  to  win  a 
complete  victory  means  that  the  masses  enjoy  indepen¬ 
dent,  creative  life  as  equal  masters  of  the  state  and 
society. 
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Complete  social  and  political  equality  and  affluent  mate¬ 
rial  and  cultural  living  standards  should  be  provided  in 
order  that  all  members  of  socialist  society  may  become 
equal  masters  of  the  state  and  society.  Needless  to  say,  in 
socialist  society,  the  masses  enjoy  social  and  political 
independence  and  they  are  subsantively  assured  of  inde¬ 
pendent  and  creative  activities  in  material  and  cultural 
life.  However,  this  is  not  to  say  that  compete  equality  in 
social  and  political  life  and  affluence  in  material  and 
cultural  life  are  fully  guaranteed. 

This  is  because  even  after  socialism  has  been  established, 
the  class  composition  of  the  society  cannot  be  unified 
into  one;  accordingly,  the  class  distinction  between 
workers  and  peasants  still  remains.  The  working  class 
occupies  a  leading  position  and  plays  a  leading  role  as  the 
leading  class  in  state  and  social  life,  but  the  peasantry 
does  not.  The  peasants  belong  to  a  class  which  is  led  by 
the  working  class.  Accordingly,  the  working  class  and  the 
peasantry  cannot  occupy  the  same  position  and  play  the 
same  role  in  state  and  social  life.  This  is  an  inevitable 
phenomenon  which  is  related  to  the  immature  stage  of 
socialist  society. 

Because  the  material  and  technological  foundations  of 
the  society  will  be  still  weak  for  some  time  after  the 
establishment  of  the  socialist  system,  the  people’s  mate¬ 
rial  and  cultural  living  standards  will  not  have  attained 
its  proper  level  compared  with  the  advanced  socialist 
system. 

Therefore,  in  order  that  all  members  of  the  socialist 
society  may  enjoy  complete  social  equality  and  affluent 
material  and  cultural  standards,  their  independent  ideo¬ 
logical  consciousness  and  creative  ability  should  be 
upgraded  to  the  same  level  with  the  working  class.  At  the 
same  time,  on  the  basis  of  this  upgrading,  class  distinc¬ 
tions  should  be  eliminated  and  the  classes  should  be 
abolished  altogether  by  remodeling  all  social  relations  in 
conformity  with  the  demands  and  interests  of  the  work¬ 
ers  as  a  class. 

Elimination  of  classes  and  realizing  a  classless  society  is 
an  inevitable  requirement  originating  in  the  inherent 
class  nature  of  the  working  class  and  is  a  historic  task  the 
working  class  has  taken  upon  itself. 

The  domination-subordination  relationship  emerged 
between  men  when  classes  came  into  being;  accordingly, 
struggle  for  independence  is  in  itself  a  struggle  for  class 
liberation.  It  is  the  working  class  that  has  fought  against 
the  domination-subordination  relationship  and  for  class 
liberation  in  all  ages  and  in  all  societies.  Nonetheless,  the 
substance  and  levels  of  the  demand  of  the  toiling  class 
for  independence  have  not  been  the  same  at  all  times. 

Historically,  the  struggle  of  the  slaves  for  class  liberation 
did  not  go  beyond  demanding  freedom  from  slavery  at 
best,  while  the  struggle  of  the  serfs  and  peasants  stopped 
at  demanding  the  rights  to  individual  dignity  and  pro¬ 
prietorship. 


Of  all  the  demands  of  the  toiling  classes  for  indepen¬ 
dence,  the  demand  of  the  working  class  has  been  at  the 
highest  level.  The  working  class  is  the  most  independent 
class  which  struggles  to  liberate  itself  by  its  own  power 
and  become  the  master  of  its  own  destiny,  and  is  the  only 
class  which  regards  it  as  its  historic  task  to  liberate  not 
only  itself  but  also  all  the  masses  and  realize  their 
complete  independence.  In  other  words,  the  working 
class  is  a  class  which  by  nature  is  destined  to  share  the 
same  fate  with  all  the  working  masses,  and  its  demand 
for  independence  can  be  fulfilled  only  by  liberating  all 
the  working  masses  and  making  them  the  masters  of 
their  own  destiny.  That  is  why  the  working  class  is  the 
only  class  that  since  the  first  day  of  its  debut  on  the  arena 
of  history,  has  waged  a  struggle  to  realize  a  classless 
society  under  the  slogan  demanding  the  abolition  of 
classes. 


Still  another  reason  why  the  realization  of  a  classless 
society  by  remodeling  man  and  socialist  relationships 
after  the  pattern  of  the  working  class  becomes  the  basic 
issue  in  achieving  the  complete  victory  of  socialism  is 
that  even  after  the  socialist  revolution  has  won  victory, 
the  class  distinction  between  the  workers  and  peasants 
will  still  remain. 


The  socialist  revolution  marks  an  important  turning 
point  in  the  struggle  of  the  working  class  for  the  abolition 
of  all  classes.  As  a  result  of  the  liquidation  of  the 
exploiting  class  through  the  socialist  revolution,  class 
conflict  will  disappear  in  socialist  society  and  the  work¬ 
ers  and  peasants  will  remain  as  the  only  class  entities. 
Accordingly,  the  question  of  abolishing  the  classes  in 
socialist  society  becomes  the  question  of  eliminating  the 
class  distinction  between  the  workers  and  peasants,  and 
only  when  this  distinction  is  eliminated,  will  the  historic 
task  of  eliminating  classes  altogether  be  ultimately 
accomplished  and  a  classless  society  realized. 


Despite  the  disappearance  through  the  socialist  revolu¬ 
tion  of  class  distinctions,  the  root  cause  of  social  tribu¬ 
lations,  various  distinctions  in  social  life  and  social 
relationships  inconsistent  with  the  working-class  in  char¬ 
acter  partially  remain  in  socialist  society.  This  is  because 
there  still  is  a  class  distinction  between  the  workers  and 
peasants.  Therefore,  the  elimination  of  class  distinctions 
will  become  the  central  task  in  social  transformation 
subsequent  to  the  establishment  of  the  socialist  system. 


The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  1-song,  in  his  historic 
policy  speech,  clarified  that  to  eliminate  the  class  dis¬ 
tinction  between  the  workers  and  peasants  and  remodel 
social  relations  after  the  pattern  of  the  working  class, 
cooperative  ownership  should  be  converted  to  owner¬ 
ship  by  all  of  the  people. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught: 
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“To  eliminate  the  class  distinction  between  the  workers 
and  peasants,  the  unitary  control  of  the  means  of  pro¬ 
duction  by  all-people’s  ownership  should  be  established 
by  converting  cooperative  ownership  to  ownership  by  all 
of  the  people.”  (“For  the  Complete  Victory  of  Social¬ 
ism,”  monograph,  p  9) 

To  eliminate  the  class  distinction  between  the  workers 
and  farmers,  uniform  relations  in  the  ownership  of  the 
means  of  production  should  be  established.  Ownership 
relations  with  respect  to  the  means  of  production  are  a 
basic  factor  in  defining  the  nature  of  a  class.  Two  classes, 
namely,  the  working  and  peasant  classes,  exist  in  social¬ 
ist  society  because  two  types  of  socialist  ownership  exist, 
that  is,  ownership  by  all  of  the  people  and  cooperative 
ownership.  Accordingly,  the  distinction  between  the 
working  class  and  the  peasantry  can  be  eliminated  by 
turning  cooperative  ownership  into  ownership  by  all  of 
the  people. 

Under  socialism,  the  workers  and  peasants  are  both  the 
masters  of  the  society  as  socialist  working  people  and 
play  their  roles  as  masters.  But  their  social  positions  and 
roles  are  not  the  same. 

Where  there  are  different  types  of  ownership  and  there 
are  different  owners  in  society,  naturally  the  position  the 
owners  in  one  category  of  ownership  have  and  the  role 
they  play  in  society  will  differ  from  the  position  and  role 
of  the  owners  in  another  category  of  ownership. 

Their  position  and  role  as  owners  of  the  means  of 
production  will  be  insured  only  within  their  respective 
categories  of  ownership.  The  farmers,  masters  of  coop¬ 
erative  ownership  cannot  become  the  masters  of  all¬ 
people’s  ownership.  On  the  other  hand,  the  working 
class,  the  master  of  all-people’s  ownership,  has  the  right 
and  duty,  as  the  leading  class  of  the  society,  to  lead  the 
peasants  but  cannot  take  over  the  position  and  role  of  the 
farmers  as  masters  of  cooperative  ownership.  This 
means  that  as  long  as  the  class  distinction  between  the 
working  class  and  the  peasantry  remains  in  socialist 
society,  various  distinctions  and  social  relations  incon¬ 
sistent  with  the  working  class  cannot  be  completely 
eliminated  in  social  life. 

Therefore,  only  by  converting  cooperative  ownership  to 
all-people’s  ownership  and  establishing  unitary  control 
of  the  means  of  production  by  all-people’s  ownership, 
will  it  be  possible  to  realize  the  working  classification  of 
the  peasants  and,  accordingly,  to  eliminate  the  class 
distinction  between  the  working  class  and  the  peasants. 

The  conversion  of  cooperative  ownership  to  ownership 
by  all  of  the  people  is  an  inevitable  requirement  for  the 
development  of  socialism. 

Socialist  society  is  a  society  based  on  collectivism.  This 
is  because  socialism  is  the  society  of  the  working  class 
which  holds  it  as  the  way  of  life  to  live  and  act  collec¬ 
tively. 


Collectivism  involves  the  type  of  relationship  between  a 
collective  and  the  individual  members  who  compose  it. 
Collectivism  demands,  with  regard  to  the  relationship 
between  the  collective  and  its  individual  members,  that 
individual  members  assist  and  lead  one  another  and  thus 
achieve  firm  unity  and  genuine  solidarity.  Genuine 
human  relations,  close  social  links,  and  tight  collectivist 
cohesion  can  be  achieved  only  in  a  collective  in  which  all 
members  assist  and  lead  one  another  and  have  achieved 
firm  unity  and  genuine  solidarity. 

Inasmuch  as  socialism  is  a  collective  form  of  society 
consisting  of  workers,  cooperative  farmers,  and  working 
intellectuals,  this  kind  of  collectivism  operates  in  social 
relations. 

The  two  classes  existing  in  socialistic  society,  namely,  the 
working  class  and  the  cooperative  peasantry,  are  banded 
together  in  unity  and  solidarity  by  assisting  and  leading 
each  other  as  working  people  under  socialist  ownership. 

However,  where  there  is  a  dichotomy  of  ownership  and 
where  cooperative  ownership  still  exists,  the  old  ideolog¬ 
ical  vestiges  lurking  in  the  minds  of  the  farmers  are 
bound  to  affect  their  social  relations,  giving  rise  to 
phenomena  such  as  that  of  hindering  them  from  satis¬ 
factorily  performing  their  role  befitting  their  position  as 
masters  of  the  socialist  society.  All  phenomena  like  this 
are  in  essence  completely  out  of  keeping  with  collectiv¬ 
ism,  the  foundation  of  life  in  socialist  society,  and  are 
factors  obstructing  the  unity  and  cohesion  of  the  whole 
society.  Therefore,  to  turn  collectivism — the  foundation 
of  life  in  socialist  society — into  something  that  is  truly 
consistent  with  the  class  requirements  of  the  working 
class,  the  types  of  ownership  should  be  integrated  into 
one.  Collectivism  demands  that  all  social  relations, 
including  ownership  relations,  constantly  develop  in 
conformity  with  the  the  common  demands  and  interests 
of  the  whole  society.  Cooperative  ownership  should 
develop  in  the  direction  of  increasing  its  level  of  social¬ 
ization  until  it  is  converted  to  ownership  by  all  of  the 
people  in  the  end. 

In  his  policy  speech,  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim 
Il-song  elucidated  the  clear  method  of  converting  coop¬ 
erative  ownership  to  ownership  by  all  of  the  people. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught: 

“...the  basic  way  to  convert  cooperative  ownership  to 
ownership  by  all  of  the  people  lies  in  eliminating  the 
ideological,  technological,  and  cultural  backwardness  of 
the  villages.”  (Ibid,  p  10) 

The  existence  of  cooperative  ownership  side  by  side  with 
ownership  by  all  of  the  people  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
farmers’  level  of  ideological  consciousness  and  their 
technological  and  cultural  standards  are  low  compared 
with  the  working  class  and  that  the  material  and  techno¬ 
logical  foundations  of  agriculture  are  weaker  than  those 
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of  industry.  Accordingly,  the  basic  way  to  convert  coop¬ 
erative  ownership  to  ownership  by  all  of  the  people  lies 
in  eliminating  the  ideological,  technological,  and  cultural 
backwardness  of  the  countryside,  and  to  do  this,  the 
Theses  on  the  Socialist  Agrarian  Question  should  be 
thoroughly  implemented. 

The  theses  on  the  agrarian  question  is  a  great  fighting 
program  which  illumines  the  path  to  solving  the  agrarian 
question  once  and  for  all  and  achieving  the  complete 
victory  of  socialism  by  converting  cooperative  owner¬ 
ship  to  ownership  by  all  of  the  people. 

The  basic  way  to  convert  cooperative  ownership  to 
ownership  by  all  of  the  people  lies  in  vigorously  waging 
the  ideological,  technological,  and  cultural  revolutions  as 
elucidated  by  the  Theses  on  the  agrarian  question. 

It  is  more  important  than  anything  else  to  quickly 
improve  the  level  of  the  farmers’  ideological  conscious¬ 
ness  and  their  cultural  and  technological  standards  by 
accelerating  the  ideological  and  cultural  revolutions  in 
the  countryside. 

Ownership  relations  are  mutual  relationships  among 
people  involving  the  ownership  of  the  means  of  produc¬ 
tion.  To  change  ownership  relations,  the  people  them¬ 
selves,  owners  of  the  means  of  production,  should  be 
reformed. 

The  ideological  consciousness  of  people  and  their  cre¬ 
ative  ability  occupy  an  important  place  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  ownership  relations.  When  people’s  indepen¬ 
dent  ideological  consciousness  are  enhanced,  they  are 
bound  to  demand  corresponding  ownership  relations, 
and  this  demand  can  be  satisfied  by  their  creative  ability. 
Hence,  to  convert  cooperative  ownership  to  ownership 
by  all  of  the  people,  the  level  of  the  farmers’  ideological 
consciousness  and  their  technological  and  cultural  stan¬ 
dards  should  be  raised  to  the  advanced  levels  of  the 
working  class. 

The  ideological  and  cultural  revolutions  should  be  vig¬ 
orously  carried  out  among  the  farmers  so  that  they  can 
diligently  work  for  their  society  and  collectives  with  the 
lofty  collectivist  spirit  of  the  working  class  and  with  the 
self-awareness  as  masters  of  the  revolution  and  do  farm¬ 
ing  with  advanced  scientific  know-how. 

Agriculture  should  be  industrialized  by  vigorously  accel¬ 
erating  the  technological  revolution  in  the  countryside, 
and  cooperative  ownership  should  be  converted  to  own¬ 
ership  by  all  of  the  people. 

By  the  industrialization  of  agriculture  is  meant  the 
conversion  of  agricultural  production  to  modern  techno¬ 
logical  process.  When  agriculture  is  industrialized,  it  will 
be  possible  to  rapidly  increase  agricultural  production, 
eliminate  the  distinction  between  agricultural  labor  and 
industrial  labor,  and  turn  the  farmers  into  the  working 
class  engaged  in  farming. 


Under  the  circumstances  when  the  introduction  of  irri¬ 
gation  and  rural  electrification  has  been  completed  in  the 
countryside,  we  should  supply  various  modern  farm 
machines  and  quality  chemical  fertilizers  and  agricul¬ 
tural  chemicals  to  the  countryside  in  a  planned  manner 
and  place  agricultural  production  on  an  advanced  scien¬ 
tific  foundation  by  concentrating  efforts  on  the  mecha¬ 
nization  and  chemicalization  of  agriculture  while  consol¬ 
idating  the  results  of  rural  irrigation  and  electrification. 

To  convert  cooperative  ownership  to  ownership  by  all  of 
the  people,  the  two  types  of  ownership  should  be  organ¬ 
ically  combined  by  constantly  enhancing  the  role  of 
all-people’s  ownership  in  leading  the  cooperative  owner¬ 
ship. 

Cooperative  ownership  under  socialism  should  be  devel¬ 
oped  in  the  direction  of  constantly  increasing  its  social¬ 
ization  level.  That  is  why  enhancing  the  leading  role  of 
all-people’s  ownership  vis-a-vis  cooperative  ownership 
will  completely  accord  with  the  direction  of  develop¬ 
ment  of  cooperative  ownership  and  constitutes  a  revolu¬ 
tionary  way  of  accelerating  the  process  of  converting 
cooperative  ownership  to  ownership  by  all  of  the  people. 

In  enhancing  the  leading  role  of  ownership  by  all  of  the 
people  vis-a-vis  cooperative  ownership  and  thus  organi¬ 
cally  combining  the  both  types  of  ownership,  it  is  impor¬ 
tant  to  strengthen  their  direct  productive  linkage,  which 
is  effected  through  state-run  enterprises  in  the  country¬ 
side.  Therefore,  the  farm  machine  operating  stations, 
irrigation  management  offices,  and  other  state-run  enter¬ 
prises  in  rural  areas  should  be  strengthened  still  more  in 
material  and  technological  terms  and  their  roles  con¬ 
stantly  enhanced. 

An  important  problem  in  converting  cooperative  owner¬ 
ship  to  ownership  by  all  of  the  people  is  that  of  con¬ 
stantly  improving  guidance  to  and  control  of  the  rural 
economy. 

Inasmuch  as  economic  management  is  essentially  the 
social  function  of  organizing  and  commanding  people’s 
independent  and  creative  economic  activities,  it  exer¬ 
cises  immense  effects  on  the  transformation  and  devel¬ 
opment  of  ownership  relations.  Therefore,  an  important 
question  in  converting  cooperative  ownership  to  owner¬ 
ship  by  all  of  the  people  is  how  to  constantly  improve 
guidance  and  control  of  the  rural  economy. 

The  basic  way  of  improving  state  guidance  and  control 
of  the  rural  economy  is  to  further  step  up  technological 
guidance  in  agricultural  production  and  introduce  indus¬ 
trial  management  methods  of  guidance  by  thoroughly 
planning  and  organizing  all  economic  activities.  In  this 
connection,  it  is  important  to  consolidate  county  coop¬ 
erative  farm  management  committees  and  other  agricul¬ 
tural  guidance  organizations  and  enhance  their  functions 
and  roles  so  that  they  can  provide  proper  technical 
guidance  and  see  to  it  that  agricultural  production  is 
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carried  out  in  conformity  with  the  demands  of  chuche 
and  that  the  state’s  material  and  technological  assistance 
is  made  available  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

Indeed,  the  thorough  implementation  of  the  Theses  on 
the  agrarian  question  is  the  revolutionary  and  scientific 
way  of  most  successfully  solving  the  socialist  agrarian 
question  and  vigorously  accelerating  the  historic  cause  of 
building  a  classless  society  by  following  a  straight  path. 

In  his  policy  speech  “For  the  Complete  Victory  of

Party  organizations  should  solve 
raw  material,  fuel,  and  power  supply  problems  in  all 
sectors  of  the  national  economy  by  relying  on  the  abun¬ 
dant  natural  resources  in  our  country,  accelerate  the 
introduction  of  automation  and  remote  control  in  pro¬ 
duction  process,  and  actively  promote  the  industrializa¬ 
tion  of  agriculture.  At  the  same  time,  they  should  place 
production  and  technical  processes,  production  meth¬ 
ods,  and  enterprise  management  and  operations  in  all 
sectors  on  a  scientific  foundation. 

The  cultural  revolution  is  one  of  the  central  tasks  of  the 
movement  to  win  the  Red  Flag  of  Three  Revolutions. 
Only  by  vigorously  waging  the  cultural  revolution  will  it 
be  possible  to  eliminate  all  the  cultural  backwardness 
inherited  from  the  old  society  and  create  socialist  and 
communist  culture. 

By  implementing  the  tasks  outlined  in  the  “Thesis  on

Thus,  the  mate¬ 
rial  and  technological  foundation  of  such  a  society  is 
weaker  than  that  of  an  advanced  socialist  system  and  the 
material  and  cultural  living  standard  of  workers  is  not  at 
the  deserved  level. 

The  socialist  society  with  complete  victory  is  a  complete 
socialist  society  in  which  the  entire  society  is  working 
class-oriented  and  all  the  people  enjoy  the  independent 
and  creative  life  as  the  equal  masters  of  the  nation  and 
society.  Therefore,  socialist  economic  construction 
should  be  vigorously  pushed  ahead  to  build  a  socialist 
society  which  has  won  complete  victory. 

Socialist  economic  construction  is  rewarding  struggle  to 
provide  conditions  for  the  popular  masses’  independent 
and  creative  lives  by  conquering  nature  and  is  a  sacred 
struggle  to  strengthen  the  socialist  material  and  techno¬ 
logical  foundations  and  to  conquer  the  communist  mate¬ 
rial  fortress.  Only  when  economic  construction  is  carried 
out  well,  can  socialist  and  communist  construction  be 
completed  and  the  chajusong  of  the  popular  masses  be 
completely  realized.

We  must  mechanize,  automate,  robotize,  and  computer¬ 
ize  production  procedures  by  remodeling,  in  a  modern 
fashion,  worn  and  outmoded  equipment  in  all  sectors  of 
the  people’s  economy.  It  is  important  to  lay  strong 
production  foundations  in  the  machinery  industry,  the 
microelectronic  industry,  and  the  robotic  industry  in  a 
short  period  of  time  and  to  satisfactorily  guarantee  the 
production  of  various  modern  production  facilities  nec¬ 
essary  for  the  technological  remodeling  of  the  people’s 
economy,  electronic  components  and  parts,  and  compo¬ 
nents  and  parts  for  automation  be  devoting  great  efforts 
to  these  industries  during  the  period  of  the  new  long- 
range  plan. 

We  must  increase  the  production  capacities  of  key  indus¬ 
tries  to  successfully  carry  out  the  Third  7-Year  Plan. 

The  power,  coal  mining,  steel,  and  non-ferrous  metallur¬ 
gical  industries  and  other  key  industries  will  play  an 
important  role  in  carrying  out  the  grand  tasks  put  forth 
in  the  new  long-range  plan.  If  productions  goals  for  key 
industries  are  satisfactorily  attained,  this  means  that  a 
large  portion  of  the  overall  tasks  put  forth  in  the  new 
long-range  plan  will  be  solved.  Therefore,  only  when 
production  capacities  of  existing  plants  in  the  key  indus¬ 
tries  are  upgraded  to  the  utmost  and  only  when  more 
new  modern  plants  are  built,  can  the  Third  7-Year  Plan 
be  successfully  fulfilled. 

Epochally  improving  the  lives  of  the  people  is  one  of  the 
important  tasks  that  we  must  resolve  during  the  period 
of  the  Third  7-Year  Plan.

To  vigorously  accelerate  the  technological  transforma¬ 
tion  of  the  national  economy  by  developing  science  and 
technology  and  stepping  up  the  technical  innovation 
movement  is  one  of  the  most  important  ways  of  vigor¬ 
ously  pushing  ahead  with  the  socialist  economic  con¬ 
struction  at  this  time. 

Socialist  economic  construction  is  a  rewarding  struggle 
to  provide  the  masses  with  an  independent  and  creative 
living  condition  by  conquering  nature  and  is  a  sacred 
struggle  to  consolidate  the  material  and  technological 
foundations  of  socialism  and  capture  the  material  for¬ 
tress  of  socialism.  To  accelerate  socialist  economic  con¬ 
struction  and  realize  the  complete  personal  indepen¬ 
dence  of  the  masses,  great  efforts  must  be  made  to 
develop  science  and  technology,  which  play  a  decisive 
role  in  economic  development. 

Exerting  efforts  to  develop  science  and  technology  is  an 
urgent  requirement  for  successfully  capturing  the  10 
major  prospective  targets  of  socialist  economic  construc¬ 
tion  in  the  Third  7-Year  Plan  period. 

The  10  major  prospective  goals  of  socialist  economic 
construction  are  the  highest  goals  in  our  history  and 
these  huge  economic  construction  goals  can  be  attained 
only  by  insuring  a  fast  pace  of  growth  in  production. 
These  grand  goals  can  be  successfully  attained  only  by 
satisfactorily  solving  many  scientific  and  technological 
problems  arising  in  speeding  up  production  and  con¬ 
struction. 

Development  of  science  and  technology  is  an  important 
guarantee  for  satisfactorily  attaining  the  level  of  produc¬ 
tion  capacity  necessary  to  fulfill  the  10  major  prospective 
goals  of  socialist  economic  construction. 

By  productivity  is  meant  the  possibility  of  maximizing 
the  production  of  goods  by  using  machines  and  equip¬ 
ment  for  a  given  period  of  time.  Economic  construction 
goals  presented  by  the  party  in  each  period  of  the 


revolution  and  construction  are  based  on  the  projected 
creation  of  new  production  capacity  as  well  as  on  the 
effective  use  of  the  production  capacity  attained  in  the 
preceding  period  of  socialist  economic  construction.  To 
fulfill  the  10  major  prospective  goals  of  socialist  eco¬ 
nomic  construction  assigned  to  our  people  today,  the 
overall  production  capacity  of  the  national  economy 
should  be  further  expanded,  on  the  one  hand,  by  remod¬ 
eling  existing  factories  and  enterprises  so  as  to  introduce 
more  advanced  technologies  and  put  their  existing  pro¬ 
duction  capacity  to  maximum  effective  use,  and  on  the 
other  hand,  by  building  many  more  new  modern  facto¬ 
ries  and  enterprises. 

What  is  of  primary  importance  in  attaining  the  level  of 
production  capacity  sufficiently  high  to  fulfill  the  10 
major  prospective  goals  of  socialist  economic  construc¬ 
tion  is  to  further  increase  the  production  capacity  of 
existing  chuche-based  industry.  Existing  production 
capacity  can  be  drastically  increased  without  greatly 
increasing  investment  only  if  we  develop  science  and 
technology  and  replace  existing  equipment  in  all  facto¬ 
ries  and  enterprises  in  various  sectors  of  industry, 
including  electricity,  coal,  steel,  and  nonferrous  metals, 
by  more  efficient  and  mechanically  more  precise  equip¬ 
ment  and  remodel  production  process  by  introducing 
modern  technologies. 

Development  of  science  and  technology  will  play  a 
significant  role  in  building  more  new  factories  and 
enterprises,  in  addition  to  upgrading  the  existing  produc¬ 
tion  capacity.  By  developing  science  and  technology,  we 
will  be  able  to  actively  introduce  advanced  construction 
methods  and  efficient  construction  machinery  and  thus 
better  the  quality  and  speed  of  construction  as  much  as 
possible  and  shorten  the  time  required  for  construction 
while  using  less  labor,  equipment,  materials,  and  funds. 
The  levels  of  technology  that  will  be  introduced  in  newly 
built  factories  and  enterprises  also  wholly  depends  on  the 
development  of  science  and  technology.  By  inventing 
and  introducing  automated  machines  and  equipment 
and  automated  production  processes  and  modern  tech¬ 
nical  provisions  through  the  development  of  science  and 
technology,  it  will  be  possible  to  build  factories  and 
enterprises  more  effectively  with  mechanized,  automat¬ 
ed,  robot-operated,  computerized  production  processes. 

Development  of  science  and  technology  is  an  essential 
requirement  not  only  for  increasing  production  capacity 
but  also  for  fulfilling  the  10  major  prospective  goals  of 
socialist  economic  construction  by  solving  material,  fuel, 
and  power  supply  problems  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

Raw  materials,  fuel,  and  power  are  important  factors  of 
production,  and  the  successful  solution  of  their  supply 
problems  holds  the  key  to  fulfilling  the  10  major  pro¬ 
spective  goals  of  socialist  economic  construction  by 
giving  full  play  to  existing  production  capacity. 
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An  important  way  of  satisfying  the  sharply  increasing 
demand  for  raw  materials,  fuel,  and  power  is  to  increase 
their  production  in  quantity  and  utilize  them  most 
effectively.  It  is  an  urgent  task  to  replace  those  raw 
materials,  fuel,  and  supplies  which  are  not  available 
domestically  or  which  are  in  short  supply  with  domesti¬ 
cally  available  materials,  and  to  conserve  them  as  much 
as  possible  in  order  to  meet  our  domestic  demand  more 
satisfactorily  by  ourselves. 

If  we  develop  science  and  technology  and  widely  apply 
modern  surveying  methods,  such  as  physical  surveying, 
aerial  surveying,  and  remote  sensing  by  an  artificial 
satellite,  and  actively  introduce  advanced  mining  meth¬ 
ods  and  equipment,  as  well  as  advanced  power  resources 
development  methods,  then  we  will  be  able  to  conduct 
an  extensive  survey  of  our  underground,  forestry,  and 
marine  resources  and  obtain  comprehensive  information 
on  these  resources,  and  on  this  basis,  search  out  more 
resources  which  we  need,  thereby  drastically  increasing 
the  production  of  raw  materials,  fuel,  and  power.  The 
problem  of  replacing  crude  oil,  coking  coal,  and  other 
raw  materials  which  we  are  not  available  or  which  are  in 
short  supply  due  to  our  geographical  condition  by 
domestically  available  materials  can  be  satisfactorily 
solved  only  when  we  exert  efforts  to  develop  science  and 
technology. 

The  systematic  lowering  of  the  material  consumption 
norms  through  the  introduction  of  new  production 
methods  and  processes  is  one  of  the  important  missions 
of  science  and  technology,  and  this  is  a  worldwide  trend 
in  the  development  of  science  and  technology.  The  more 
actively  we  introduce  new  production  methods  and 
processes  by  developing  science  and  technology,  the 
lower  the  consumption  norms  for  raw  materials,  fuel, 
and  power  will  become  and  the  more  effective  the 
recycling  of  waste  heat,  waste  materials,  and  by-products 
will  be. 

The  development  of  science  and  technology  is  also  very 
important  in  waging  a  more  vigorous  struggle  to  fulfill 
the  10  major  prospective  goals  of  socialist  economic 
construction  by  further  improving  enterprise  manage¬ 
ment. 

Today  our  national  economy  has  expanded  in  scope  as 
never  before.  The  horizontal  connection  between  differ¬ 
ent  sectors,  between  different  enterprises,  and  between 
different  production  links  have  grown  tighter;  produc¬ 
tion  processes  have  become  more  complex;  and  the 
economic  management  system  has  become  minutely 
subdivided.  All  this  change  in  the  economy  will  further 
accelerate  as  the  struggle  to  fulfill  the  10  major  prospec¬ 
tive  goals  of  socialist  economic  construction  proceeds 
more  vigorously.  Science  and  technology  should  be 
developed  quickly  in  order  to  tightly  dovetail  factors  of 
production  to  constantly  changing  realities,  carry  out 
production  and  enterprise  operations  by  scientific  meth¬ 
ods,  and  improve  overall  economic  guidance  and  man¬ 
agement. 


The  development  of  science  and  technology  enables  us  to 
actively  investigate  and  introduce  modern  technical 
means  and  methods  and  thus  accurately  analyze  and 
evaluate  diverse  economic  phenomena  and  processes  in 
factories  and  enterprises,  as  well  as  in  the  national 
economy  as  a  whole,  so  that  we  may  properly  operate  the 
economy  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  socialist  eco¬ 
nomics  and  in  a  way  consistent  with  science  and  tech¬ 
nology. 

In  particular,  when  economic  sciences,  such  as  business 
administration  and  econometrics,  are  developed  in  close 
conjunction  with  technical  engineering,  it  will  become 
possible  to  devise  practical  means  for  organizing  the 
complex  economic  organizational  work,  as  well  as  a 
chain  of  command  in  production,  necessary  for  the 
fulfillment  of  the  10  major  prospective  goals  of  socialist 
economic  construction,  in  a  scientific  and  reasonable 
way,  while  placing  production  and  economic  operations 
on  a  higher  scientific  foundation  by  extensively  intro¬ 
ducing  computers  and  other  modern  technical  equip¬ 
ment.  By  actively  implemenmting  economic  guidance 
and  enterprise  management  through  the  development  of 
science  and  technology,  it  is  possible  to  reasonably 
combining  enormous  quantities  of  factors  of  production 
and  obtain  a  maximum  economic  output  with  a  mini¬ 
mum  input  and  thus  successfully  hit  the  10  major  targets 
of  socialist  economic  construction. 

In  this  way  the  development  of  science  and  technology 
will  enable  us  to  satisfactorily  solve  various  scientific 
and  technological  problems  which  have  to  be  solved  in 
expanding  production  capacity,  insuring  the  supply  of 
raw  materials,  fuel,  and  power,  and  improving  economic 
guidance  and  enterprise  management  in  order  to  fulfill 
the  10  major  prospective  goals  of  socialist  economic 
construction. 

Today  our  economy  has  all  conditions  and  possibilities 
necessary  to  develop  science  and  technology.  We  have 
the  sagacious  leadership  of  the  great  leader  Comrade 
Kim  Il-song,  who  always  leads  the  revolution  and  con¬ 
struction  on  one  road  to  victory;  and  the  chuche-ori- 
ented  scientific  and  technological  policy  of  our  party;

The  important  goal  in  developing  science  and  technology 
in  our  country  at  this  time  is  to  carry  out  an  all-out 
technical  remodeling  of  the  national  economy.  We  have 
to  modernize  outmoded  and  backward  equipment  and 
carry  out  the  mechanization,  automation,  robot-opera¬ 
tion,  and  computerization  of  production  process  in  all 
sectors  of  the  national  economy.  We  have  to  exert  great 
efforts  to  develop  the  machine  industry,  the  compact 
computer  industry,  and  the  robot  industry  in  the  new 
prospective  economic  plan  period  and  build  the  firm 
foundations  of  production  in  these  industries  so  that 
they  can  satisfactorily  produce  and  supply  various  types 
of  modern  machinery  and  equipment,  as  well  as  elec¬ 
tronic  and  automation  components  and  devices,  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  technical  remodeling  of  the  national  econ¬ 
omy  in  a  short  period  of  time. 

Drawing  up  an  accurate  plan  for  the  development  of 
science  and  technology  is  of  primary  importance  in 
successfully  fulfilling  the  10  major  prospective  goals  of 
socialist  economic  construction  by  rapidly  developing 
science  and  technology. 

Just  as  the  economy  develops  in  a  planned  manner  in 
socialist  society,  science  and  technology  also  develop  in 
a  planned  manner.  Only  by  working  out  the  right  science 
and  technology  development  plan  will  it  be  possible  to 
wage  the  struggle  to  solve  scientific  and  technological 
problems  arising  in  the  course  of  fulfilling  the  10  major 
prospective  socialist  economic  construction  in  purpose¬ 
ful  fashion,  with  a  firm  prospect  and  with  definite  goals, 
and  quickly  develop  the  nation’s  science  and  technology 
in  conformity  with  the  laws  of  scientific  and  technolog¬ 
ical  development.  Drawing  up  an  accurate  plan  for  the 
development  of  science  and  technology  is  very  important 
both  from  the  standpoint  of  the  mission  of  science  and 
technology  to  serve  the  purpose  of  economic  construc¬ 
tion  and  from  the  standpoint  of  the  current  economic 
tasks  confronting  us  today. 

The  scientific  and  technological  development  plan 
should  be  accurately  drawn  up  so  as  to  suit  the  prospec¬ 
tive  goals  and  actual  requirements  of  of  socialist  eco¬ 
nomic  construction  in  our  country  and  the  trends  in  the 
development  of  science  and  technology  in  the  world. 
Particularly,  the  prospective  plan  for  the  development  of 
science  and  technology  should  clearly  provides  for  the 
goals  that  would  be  reached  in  the  prospective  plan 
period,  together  with  ways  to  fulfill  these  goals.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  immediate  plan  for  the  development  of 
science  and  technology  should  not  be  overextended  but 
be  drawn  up  in  such  a  way  as  to  begin  by  solving  the  key 
scientific  and  technological  problems  in  the  short  term, 
so  that  economic  construction  can  be  backed  up  by 


science  and  technology  on  the  basis  of  the  long-term 
plan.  Only  a  scientific  and  technological  development 
plan  which  organically  combines  both  the  long-  and 
short-term  goals  will  enable  us  to  organize  and  execute 
the  struggle  to  fulfill  the  plan  in  a  far-sighted  manner  and 
to  exert  efforts  to  solve  various  scientific  and  technolog¬ 
ical  problems  of  practical  importance  while  actively 
pushing  production. 

Once  the  right  plan  has  been  drawn  up  for  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  science  and  technology,  it  is  important  to 
actively  organize  and  mobilize  the  creativeness  of  scien¬ 
tists,  technicians,  and  broad  circles  of  workers. 

Scientists,  technicians,  and  workers  are  all  masters  of 
science  and  technology,  and  their  creativeness  is  inex¬ 
haustible.  Scientists  and  technicians  have  a  high  level  of 
scientific  and  technological  knowledge,  whereas  workers 
have  rich  experience  gained  through  actual  participation 
in  production.  Therefore,  when  the  creativeness  of  sci¬ 
entists,  technicians,  and  workers  are  correctly  organized 
and  mobilized,  it  will  be  possible  to  solve  whatever 
difficult  and  complex  problems  in  developing  science 
and  technology  and  fulfill  the  science  and  technology 
development  plan  without  fail. 

Deeply  cherishing  the  party’s  high  political  trust 
bestowed  in  them  and  their  duties,  scientists  and  tech¬ 
nicians  should  make  study  part  of  their  life  and  habit  so 
that  they  can  be  well  versed  in  their  special  fields  of 
science  and  technology  and  devote  all  their  energies  and 
wisdom  to  scientific  and  technological  research.  Work¬ 
ers,  on  the  other  hand,  with  the  awareness  of  being 
masters  of  technology  and  with  the  confidence  that 
anybody  can  be  technologically  innovative,  should 
widely  participate  in  the  mass  technical  innovation 
movement  and  each  of  them  should  come  out  with  at 
least  one  inventive  idea,  or  innovative  plan,  or  technical 
improvement  suggestion  for  adoption  in  production. 

In  actively  organizing  and  mobilizing  the  creativeness  of 
scientists,  technicians,  and  broad  circles  of  workers,  it  is 
necessary  to  strengthen  creative  cooperation  among 
them.  Scientists  and  technicians  should  always  keep 
abreast  with  dynamic  reality  to  learn  the  high  revolution¬ 
ary  spirit  and  rich  experience  of  the  workers  and  make 
maximum  efforts  to  help  them  with  their  scientific  and 
technological  ideas  and  and  perfect  them.  Broad  circles 
of  workers,  on  the  other  hand,  should  actively  assist  the 
scientists  and  technicians  in  scientific  research  with  their 
practical  experience  while  learning  scientific  and  techni¬ 
cal  knowledge  from  them. 

Establishing  the  right  view  of  science  and  technology 
among  leading  functionaries  is  an  important  means  for 
fulfilling  the  10  major  prospective  goals  of  socialist 
economic  construction  by  developing  science  and  tech¬ 
nology. 
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As  is  the  case  with  all  problems  arising  in  revolutionary 
struggle  and  construction,  success  in  the  struggle  to 
implement  the  party’s  science  and  technology  policy  also 
depends  in  large  measure  on  the  leading  functionaries’ 
view  on  and  attitude  toward  science  and  technology. 
Only  when  leading  cadres,  who  are  members  of  the

quickly  adopt  the  outcome  of  research.  It  will  also  be 
possible  to  positively  speed  up  the  development  of  the 
nation’s  science  and  technology  by  organizing  and  mobi¬ 
lizing  manpower  and  material  resources  in  a  rational 
manner. 

Party  organizations  should  give  priority  to  political  work 
to  encourage  all  scientists,  technicians,  and  workers  to 
voluntarily  participate  in  scientific  and  technological 
research  and  in  the  technical  innovation  movement  and 
routinely  supervise  technical  innovation  work  so  that 


this  work  may  be  accurately  conducted  in  accordance 
with  the  party’s  chuche-based  scientific  and  technologi¬ 
cal  policy.  At  the  same  time,  they  should  encourage 
scientists,  technicians,  and  workers  with  self-confidence 
and  courage  from  the  point  of  view  of  sharing  the 
responsibility  for  the  outcome  of  their  research  work, 
while  making  active  efforts  to  give  prominence  to  meri¬ 
torious  scientists,  technicians,  and  workers. 

It  is  a  very  important  matter  to  provide  proper  party  and 
state  guidance  and  logistic  support  for  scientific  research 
and  the  technical  innovation  movement.  Functionaries 
of  scientific  and  technological  guidance  organizations, 
including  State  Science  and  Technology  Commission, 
economic  units,  and  economic  guidance  organizations 
should  organize  science  and  technology  administration 
and  provide  proper  material  conditions,  such  as  equip¬ 
ment,  materials,  and  money,  needed  in  scientific 
research.  Leading  functionaries  in  the  field  of  science 
and  technology  should  provide  scientists  and  technicians 
with  satisfactory  conditions  necessary  to  get  access  to  a 
wide  range  of  technical  books  and  other  reference  mate¬ 
rials;  frequently  organize  scientific  lecture  meetings  and 
meetings  for  reading  papers  on  scientific  subject  studied; 
and  substantively  organize  and  carry  out  all  necessary 
programs,  such  as  those  for  providing  scientific  and 
technological  information  service,  for  widening  the  sci¬ 
entific  visions  of  scientists  and  technicians,  and  for 
providing  them  with  excellent  research  and  living  con¬ 
ditions. 

In  the  final  analysis,  the  purpose  of  science  and  technol¬ 
ogy  is  to  contribute  to  production;  and  technical  inno¬ 
vation  suggestions  become  valuable  only  when  they  are 
introduced  in  production.  To  introduce  the  results  of 
scientific  and  research  on  time,  the  system  for  accurately 
examining  and  evaluating  them  should  be  strengthened 
and  proper  examination  work  carried  out.  In  this  way,  all 
technical  innovation  suggestions  that  have  been  ascer¬ 
tained  as  valuable  should  be  introduced  without  delay. 

Scientific  research  is  a  responsible  undertaking  to  pro¬ 
vide  the  working  masses  with  an  independent  and  cre¬ 
ative  material  and  cultural  life  by  implementing  our 
party’s  farsighted  idea  about  economic  construction  and 
is  an  honorable  task  to  build  an  affluent,  strong,  and 
developed  country  and  make  the  people  prosperous. 

By  thoroughly  implementing  the  party  policy  for  further

Accordingly,  the  question  of  our  country’s  reuni¬ 
fication  is  one  to  recover  the  state  of  the  single  nation 
and  territory  and  achieve  national  sovereignty  as  a 
whole,  and  at  once  to  eliminate  the  distrust  and  misun¬ 
derstanding  between  the  North  and  South  and  achieve 
grand  national  unity. 

The  question  of  the  fatherland’s  reunification — the  great 
cause  of  the  nation — cannot  be  settled  through  war.  It 
must  be  settled  on  the  basis  of  the  principle  of  achieving 
grand  national  unity  peacefully  through  dialogue  and 
negotiations. 

Furthermore,  under  circumstances  in  which  the  North 
and  South  have  different  ideologies  and  systems  and  the 
gap  between  them  is  great,  if  each  side  absolutizes  its 
own  ideology  and  system  and  if  one  turns  away  from 
dialogue  and  negotiations  and  indulges  in  confrontation, 
North-South  relations  can  never  be  improved  and  a  new 


phase  cannot  be  created  for  the  fatherland’s  reunifica¬ 
tion.  This  will  only  aggravate  the  distrust  and  confron¬ 
tation  between  the  North  and  South,  deepen  the  division 
of  the  nation,  bring  about  armed  clash,  and  make  the 
fatherland’s  reunification  even  more  distant.  This  shows 
that  only  North-South  dialogue  and  negotiations  are  the 
most  adequate  way  to  eliminate  national  discord  and 
confrontation  created  by  the  policy  of  confrontation 
sought  by  the  persons  in  authority  in  South  Korea, 
achieve  national  harmony  and  unity,  improve  North- 
South  relations,  and  create  a  favorable  phase  for  the 
fatherland’s  reunification. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song’s  proposal  for 
high-level  North-South  political  and  military  talks  is  a 
timely  and  positive  step  to  effect  a  decisive  turn  in 
North-South  relations  and  create  an  epochal  phase  on 
the  road  to  the  fatherland’s  reunification  through  new 
dialogue  and  negotiations.

The  proposal  to  discuss  measures  to  eliminate  the  most 
urgent  state  of  political  and  military  confrontation  by 
holding  high-level  North-South  political  and  military 
talks  is  a  shortcut  to  overcoming  difficulties  on  the  road 
to  the  fatherland’s  reunification  and  opening  a  new 
breakthrough  for  peace  in  the  country  and  peaceful 
reunification. 

High-level  North-South  political  and  military  talks  are, 
above  all,  an  epochal  way  to  decisively  improve  North- 
South  relations  by  eliminating  the  distrust  and  misun¬ 
derstanding  between  the  North  and  South  and  alleviat¬ 
ing  tension. 

Today,  what  divides  our  single  nation  and  territory  into 
the  North  and  South  is  the  sentiment  of  mutual  distrust 
and  confrontation.  This  sentiment  is  a  deeply  rooted  one 
which  has  grown  over  a  long  period  of  time,  and  is  now 
becoming  even  more  acute,  even  more  divisive  than  that 
between  hostile  countries. 

The  cause  of  the  present  distrust  and  confrontation 
between  the  North  and  South  is,  after  all,  the  state  of 
political  confrontation  and  military  tension. 

Therefore,  to  eliminate  the  sentiment  of  distrust  and 
confrontation  and  basically  improve  North-South  rela¬ 
tions,  the  obstacles — the  state  of  political  confrontation 
and  military  tension — must  be  eliminated. 

Precisely,  the  proposal  for  high-level  North-South  polit¬ 
ical  and  military  talks  is  the  realistic  and  rational  way  to 
eliminate  the  state  of  political  and  military  confronta¬ 
tion  which  increases  distrust  and  confrontation  between 
the  North  and  South  and  aggravates  the  situation. 
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This  proposal  will  help  bring  out  in  the  open  the  question 
of  stopping  defamation  and  slander  between  the  North 
and  South,  realizing  collaboration  and  exchanges  in 
many  fields,  and  seeking  national  unity.  By  so  doing,  it 
will  help  liquidate  the  state  of  political  confrontation 
between  the  North  and  South  and  eliminate  the  state  of 
military  confrontation  by  helping  discuss  and  solve  the 
problems  to  halt  the  military  buildup  and  arms  race,  turn 
the  DMZ  into  a  peace  zone,  and  halt  large-scale  military 
exercises. 

In  particular,  enhancing  the  authority  of  the  Neutral 
Nations  Supervisory  Commission,  establishing  neutral 
nations  supervisory  forces,  and  having  them  monitor  the 
military  activities  of  the  two  sides  on  the  Military 
Demarcation  Line  and  the  DMZ  are  an  effective  way  to 
fairly  seek  the  work  of  eliminating  military  tension  and 
preventing  a  military  clash. 

The  proposal  for  high-level  North-South  political  and 
military  talks  is  also  a  positive  step  of  dialogue  to 
develop  dialogue  in  various  ways  by  resuming  and 
normalizing  the  suspended  multisided  dialogue. 

To  improve  North-South  relations  and  create  a  favorable 
phase  for  the  fatherland’s  reunification  through  dialogue 
and  negotiation,  political  confrontation  must  not  be 
fomented,  and  military  confrontation  must  not  be  inten¬ 
sified. 

The  historic  experience  in  the  North-South  dialogue  of 
the  past  has  left  a  serious  lesson  that,  when  political  and 
military  confrontation  is  aggravated,  successful  progress 
cannot  be  made  in  dialogue  and  the  destiny  of  ruination 
is  inevitable. 

This  is  even  more  clearly  proven  by  the  fact  that  the 
multisided  dialogue  arranged  with  so  much  effort  in 
recent  years  between  the  North  and  South  by  opening  the 
barrier  between  the  North  and  South,  which  were  in  a 
state  of  isolation  from  each  other  for  a  long  period  and 
by  opening  the  door  of  dialogue,  which  was  frozen  shut, 
was  soon  suspended  and  has  not  resumed  for  more  than 
a  year.  If  high-level  North-South  political  and  military 
talks  are  arranged,  circumstances  and  an  atmosphere 
favorable  for  dialogue  will  be  created  and  multilateral 
dialogue,  which  has  been  suspended,  will  be  resumed 
and  progress  smoothly.  Moreover,  new  dialogue  will  be 
briskly  held  between  the  North  and  South,  eventually 
causing  supreme-level  North-South  talks  to  be  arranged. 

High-level  North-South  political  and  military  talks— the 
site  of  new  dialogue  and  negotiations — constitute  impor¬ 
tant  ways  to  provide  a  prerequisite  for  creating  a  phase 
favorable  for  the  fatherland’s  reunification  and  for 
smoothly  resolving  the  reunification  question. 

A  primary  question  is  achieving  the  fatherland’s  inde¬ 
pendent  and  peaceful  reunification  is  to  alleviate  tension 
on  the  Korean  Peninsula,  to  guarantee  peace,  and  to 
provide  a  condition  favorable  for  peaceful  reunification. 


Reunification  is  the  people’s  supreme  goal  and  our 
people’s  greatest  and  long  cherished  desire. 

Bringing  an  end  to  the  tragedy  of  division  and  reunifying 
the  fatherland  is  an  important  question  that  is  related  to 
the  destiny  of  the  people.  There  is  no  more  precious  and 
urgent  task  than  this  task. 

However,  no  matter  how  dearly  and  how  urgently  reu¬ 
nification  is  preciously  sought  and  required,  it  will  not  be 
achieved  without  [word  indistinct]. 

When  political  and  military  confrontation  is  intensified 
and  when  the  danger  of  war  exists,  we  cannot  achieve 
reconciliation  and  unity,  nor  can  we  hold  dialogue  in  a 
trustful  manner.  Even  if  we  hold  dialogue,  we  cannot 
develop  collaboration  and  exchanges,  nor  can  we  take 
any  affirmative  measures,  small  or  large,  for  achieving 
reunification. 

If  measures  for  eliminating  political  and  military  con¬ 
frontation  between  the  North  and  South  are  taken  as  a 
result  of  the  convocation  of  high-level  North-South  polit¬ 
ical  and  military  talks  in  accordance  with  our  proposal, 
national  reconciliation  and  unity  will  be  achieved,  an 
atmosphere  of  trust  will  be  created,  and  a  prerequisite 
favorable  for  reunification  will  be  provided. 

If  high-level  North-South  political  and  military  talks 
produce  a  good  result,  a  decisive  phase  will  open  to 
successfully  resolve  the  question  of  the  country  s  reuni¬ 
fication  in  accordance  with  the  desire  and  will  of  all  the 
people. 

The  proposal  for  holding  high-level  North-South  politi¬ 
cal  and  military  talks  constitutes  another  manifestation 
of  our  peace-loving  and  patriotic  efforts  to  open  a  bright 
prospect  for  peace  and  the  peaceful  reunification  of  the 
country  through  dialogue  and  negotiations. 

It  is  our  invariable  stand  to  achieve  national  unity 
between  the  North  and  South  through  dialogue  and 
negotiations  and  to  peacefully  achieve  the  country’s 
reunification.  This  is  clearly  proven  by  the  fact  that  in 
the  past  we  exerted  sincere  efforts  to  improve  relations 
between  the  North  and  South  through  dialogue  and 
negotiations  and  to  open  a  phase  favorable  for  the 
fatherland’s  reunification. 

All  the  proposals  and  measures  we  have  advanced  and 
taken  on  many  occasions  to  achieve  national  unity 
between  the  North  and  South  and  to  promote  the  father¬ 
land’s  independent  and  peaceful  reunification  reflect  a 
peace-loving  and  patriotic  stand  for  bringing  an  end  to 
the  division  of  the  national  territory  and  the  people  and 
for  building  a  peaceful  and  prosperous  Korea  devoid  of 
aggression,  war,  subjugation,  and  domination. 
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In  recent  years,  we  have  advanced  epochal  proposals  to 
open  a  new  phase  on  the  future  path  of  peace  and  the 
peaceful  reunification  of  the  country  through  dialogue 
and  negotiations,  and  have  struggled  positively  to  imple¬ 
ment  these  proposals. 

Early  in  1984,  we  advanced  an  epochal  proposal  for 
holding  tripartite  talks  among  us,  the  United  States,  and 
South  Korea  to  bring  an  end  to  the  state  of  military 
confrontation  between  the  North  and  South,  to  basically 
eliminate  the  danger  of  war,  to  guarantee  durable  peace, 
and  to  provide  a  prerequisite  for  achieving  the  country’s 
independent  and  peaceful  reunification.  Whenever 
opportunities  have  arisen,  we  have  called  for  quickly 
holding  talks,  repeatedly  showing  our  magnanimous 
stand. 

While  exerting  a  sincere  effort  to  implement  the  just 
proposal  for  holding  tripartite  talks,  we  have  worked 
toward  developing  a  trend  of  detente  for  improving 
relations  between  the  North  and  South,  which  are 
acutely  confronting  each  other. 

With  the  step  of  relief  for  the  South  Korean  flood 
victims,  which  proceeded  out  of  love  for  the  fellow 
countrymen,  as  the  momentum,  we  have  successively  set 
forth  rational  ways  to  promote  North-South  dialogue. 

Proceeding  from  a  desire  to  promote  the  fatherland’s 
reunification,  we  have  advanced  a  proposal  for  holding 
North-South  parliamentary  talks  after  initiatively 
arranging  economic  and  Red  Cross  talks  between  the 
North  and  South,  and  have  struggled  positively  to  imple¬ 
ment  this  proposal. 

In  order  to  provide  favorable  circumstances  and  an 
atmosphere  for  North-South  dialogue,  which  had  begun 
favorably,  early  last  year,  we  decided  to  stop  large-scale 
military  exercises  throughout  the  northern  half  of  the 
Republic  and  to  suspend  all  military  exercises  when 
North-South  dialogue  is  being  held.  We  then  urged  the 
United  States  and  the  South  Korean  authorities  to 
respond  to  this  decision.  After  the  North-South  dialogue, 
which  had  been  held  multilaterally,  was  suspended  and 
reduced  to  the  state  of  rupture  because  of  the  reckless 
war  exercise  racket  kicked  up  by  the  U.S.  imperialists 
and  the  South  Korean  puppets  and  their  maneuvers  for 
anticommunist  confrontation,  we  advanced  a  peace  pro¬ 
posal  to  hold  talks  among  those  persons  in  the  North  and 
South  who  hold  real  power  in  the  military  sector  and 
took  the  important  action  of  transferring  1 50,000  KPA 
troops  to  peaceful  construction  work  at  a  time  of  inten¬ 
sified  and  heightened  tension. 

Such  positive  peace  proposals  advanced  by  us  and  steps 
unilaterally  taken  by  us  proceeded  from  a  stand  for 
peacefully  achieving  the  country’s  reunification  not  with 
arms  but  through  dialogue  and  negotiations  by  valuing 
the  dialogue  which  was  held  after  a  long  interval. 


If  proposals  and  steps  advanced  and  taken  by  us  had 
been  implemented,  great  progress  would  have  been  made 
in  North-South  dialogue,  opening  a  favorable  phase  to 
alleviate  tension  in  Korea,  to  guarantee  peace,  and  to 
achieve  peaceful  reunification.  Thus,  a  bright  prospect 
for  the  fatherland’s  reunification  would  have  opened. 

However,  the  South  Korean  ruling  bunch  has  ignored 
and  rejected  our  repeated  peace  proposals  and  steps.  It 
has  answered  these  proposals  and  steps  by  stepping  up 
reckless  war  exercise  racket  and  maneuvers  for  anticom¬ 
munist  confrontation  to  aggravate  relations  between  the 
North  and  South  and  to  extremely  strain  the  situation. 

Before  the  cannon  smoke  of  the  “Team  Spirit-87”  joint 
military  exercise,  which  suspended  North-South  dia¬ 
logue,  had  cleared,  the  South  Korean  ruling  bunch  held 
annual  security  consultative  meeting  with  the  U.S.  war 
maniacs  and  brazenly  declared  that  it  would  continu¬ 
ously  strengthen  the  “Team  Spirit”  joint  military  exer¬ 
cise.  At  the  same  time,  while  successively  staging  large- 
scale  war  exercise,  it  has  aggravated  the  atmosphere  of 
dialogue  and  desperately  prevented  its  resumption. 

The  South  Korean  ruling  bunch’s  anticommunists  and 
anti-republic  confrontation  racket,  which  negate  dia¬ 
logue,  peace,  and  reunification,  has  recently  reached  its 
zenith. 

At  a  time  when  the  people’s  anti-U.S.  and  antifascist 
struggle  has  been  stepped  up  to  achieve  independence 
and  democracy,  the  South  Korean  ruling  bunch,  which 
regards  anticommunism  as  a  panacea,  has  wickedly 
committed  the  fascist  and  barbarous  acts  of  mercilessly 
suppressing  their  just  struggle  by  linking  it  with  us  and  of 
wantonly  arresting  and  imprisoning  innocent  people. 

The  anticommunist  and  fascist  maneuvers  of  the  South 
Korean  ruling  bunch,  which  has  punished  a  national 
assemblyman  from  the  opposition  party  on  charges  of 
calling  for  adopting  not  anticommunism  but  reunifica¬ 
tion  as  national  policy  terming  this  act  as  one  that 
tolerates  communists;  which  has  simultaneously  arrested 
1,500  students  on  charges  of  shouting  for  democracy  and 
reunification  by  terming  this  act  as  one  that  tolerates 
communists;  and  by  mobilizing  more  than  8,000  tyran¬ 
nical  forces  and  even  aircraft,  and  which  has  suppressed 
a  peaceful  meeting  of  the  opposition  party  and  off-stage 
forces  by  terming  it  as  one  that  tolerates  communists  and 
by  mobilizing  armed  police  forces  that  are  equivalent  to 
10  infantry  divisions,  cannot  be  justified  at  all. 

The  South  Korean  ruling  bunch  has  wickedly  raised  a 
base  and  conspiratorial  anticommunist  commotion  to 
fan  the  sentiment  of  enmity  and  confrontation  among 
the  people  by  preposterously  slandering  and  denouncing 
our  peaceful  construction  of  the  Kumgangsan  power 
station  as  offensive  flooding  operations  and  as  a  special 
construction  project  by  circulating  a  fraudulent  lie  about 
the  threat  from  the  North. 
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The  situation  has  developed  to  the  extent  that,  satiated 
with  shouting  the  national  policy  and  anticommunism, 
the  South  Korean  persons  in  high  authority  brazenly 
rave  that  the  country’s  reunification  should  be  achieved 
under  a  free  democratic  system  and  that  the  greatest 
politics  in  the  present  situation  are  North-South  con¬ 
frontation. 

Ignoring  the  stark  situation  in  which  mutually  different 
ideologies  and  systems  exist  in  the  North  and  South,  the 
South  Korean  ruling  bunch  has  babbled  about  reunifica¬ 
tion  under  its  system  and  regarded  North-South  confron¬ 
tation  as  the  greatest  politics.  This  once  again  shows  that, 
by  basically  and  completely  rejecting  peace  and  reunifi¬ 
cation,  it  seeks  to  annihilate  communists  and  achieve 
reunification  by  winning  victory  over  communism. 

The  state  of  acute  political  and  military  confrontation  on 
the  Korean  Peninsula  has  reached  a  very  grave  phase. 

If  such  a  state  continues,  mistrust  between  the  North  and 
South  will  be  deepened  and  confrontation  will  be  inten¬ 
sified,  eventually  touching  off  a  war  on  the  Korean 
Peninsula.  If  a  war  breaks  out  on  the  Korean  Peninsula 
today  when  more  than  1,000  nuclear  weapons  are 
deployed  in  South  Korea  and  when  various  means  of 
nuclear  delivery  have  been  continuously  deployed  there, 
it  will  directly  develop  into  a  nuclear  war  and  will  spread 
to  a  world  war,  imposing  the  disasters  of  nuclear  war  on 
our  people  and  the  people  of  the  world. 

Today  when  the  destiny  of  the  country  and  the  people  is 
on  the  crossroads  of  life  and  death,  no  one  should 
overlook  this. 

In  order  to  achieve  a  breakthrough  to  realize  the  father¬ 
land’s  reunification  in  the  present  situation,  we  should 
hold  high-level  North-South  political  and  military  talks 
at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

In  order  to  implement  the  new  proposal  for  the  father¬ 
land’s  reunification  declared  by  the  great  leader  Com¬ 
rade  Kim  Il-song,  the  premier  of  our  Administration 
Council  and  the  minister  of  the  People’s  Armed  Forces 
on  1 1  January  jointly  sent  a  letter  to  the  South  Korean 
prime  minister  and  the  minister  of  defense,  containing  a 
proposal  for  holding  high-level  North-South  political 
and  military  talks. 

However,  the  South  Korean  side  avoided  receiving  our 
letter  with  no  justifiable  reason.  Moreover,  in  his  policy 
speech,  the  person  in  authority,  ignoring  our  new  pro¬ 
posal,  clamorously  babbled  about  talks  between  the 
North  and  South  Korean  persons  in  supreme  authority, 
which  is  not  feasible  at  all,  and  about  the  resumption  of 
existing  dialogue.  If  our  new  proposals  for  ending  the 
state  of  political  and  military  confrontation  between  the 
North  and  South  is  implemented,  multilateral  dialogue, 
which  has  been  suspended,  will  naturally  be  resumed, 
subsequently  opening  talks  between  the  persons  in 
supreme  authority.  Nevertheless,  he  wantonly  babbled 


about  the  resumption  of  dialogue  and  about  talks 
between  the  persons  in  supreme  authority.  This  shows 
that  the  South  Korean  side  in  fact  has  no  intention  of 
holding  dialogue  at  all. 

Frantically  running  amok  to  heighten  tension  on  the 
Korean  Peninsula,  the  U.S.  imperialists  and  the  South 
Korean  puppets  have  committed  the  impure  act  of 
answering  our  epochal  peace  proposal  by  announcing  a 
plan  for  staging  the  very  adventurous  “Team  Spirit-87” 
war  exercise. 

If  the  South  Korean  side  truly  desires  the  resumption  of 
dialogue,  it  should  stop  criminal  maneuvers  to  lead  the 
situation  to  the  verge  of  war,  respond  to  our  sincere 
peace  proposal  at  the  earliest  possible  date,  and  respond 
to  the  proposal  for  holding  high-level  North-South  polit¬ 
ical  and  military  talks. 

Our  proposal  is  a  neutral  one  with  no  collateral  condi¬ 
tions  and  fully  considers  the  demand  of  the  South  side. 

We  have  made  it  clear  that  if  there  is  something  that 
contributes  to  alleviating  the  political  and  military  situ¬ 
ation  at  high-level  North-South  political  and  military 
talks,  we  are  ready  to  discuss  any  proposal  advanced  by 
the  South  Korean  side. 

The  duty  and  mission  assigned  to  those  persons  who 
hold  real  power  in  the  military  sector  in  the  North  and 
South  for  arranging  high-level  North-South  political  and 
military  talks  are  great. 

Although  ideologies,  systems,  political  views,  and  ideals 
are  different  between  the  North  and  South,  this  does  not 
constitute  reason  nor  ground  for  not  holding  high-level 
North-South  political  and  military  talks  to  realize  the 
vital  interest  of  the  country  and  the  people.  Now  is  time 
when,  instead  of  referring  to  peace  and  peaceful  reunifi¬ 
cation  in  words  only,  we  should  take  action  to  achieve 
this  end. 

We  will  be  faithful  to  the  end  to  the  national  duty 
assigned  to  us  to  implement  the  new  peace  proposal  for 
holding  high-level  North-South  political  and  military 
talks  and  will  exert  every  possible  effort  to  provide  the 
opportunity  of  historic  change  in  achieving  detente, 
peace,  and  peaceful  reunification.

“The  most  important  task  confronting  the  progressive 
humanity  of  the  world  at  this  time  is  to  block  and 
frustrate  the  imperialists’  machinations  of  aggression 
and  war  and  safeguard  the  peace  and  security  of  the 
world.”  (“Let  Us  Go  Forward  Holding  Aloft  the  Banner

To  smash  the  imperialists’  machinations  of  aggression 
and  war  and  safeguard  the  peace  and  security  of  the 
world  is  a  lofty  duty  of  working-class  parties  and  the 
progressive  people  of  the  world.

The  U.S.  imperialists’  machinations 
to  trigger  a  new  war  has  reached  more  dangerous  pro¬ 
portions  in  Asia  than  elsewhere.  The  U.S.  imperialists 
have  egged  on  the  Japanese  reactionaries  and  the  South 
Korean  puppets  to  step  up  new  war  provocation  mach¬ 
inations  and  intensify  preparations  for  a  thermonuclear 
war,  thereby  aggravating  tension  on  the  Korean  Penin¬ 
sula  and  in  the  rest  of  Asia  to  the  extreme  and  leading  it 
to  a  very  dangerous  stage.  South  Korea  has  become  a 
nuclear  outpost  and  the  largest  nuclear  arsenal  of  the 
U.S.  imperialists  in  the  Far  East.  To  remove  the  danger 
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of  nuclear  war  and  safeguard  the  peace  and  security  of 
the  world  is  the  most  solemn  task  confronting  the 
working  class  parties  and  the  revolutionary  people  of  the 
world  in  our  times. 

Out  of  its  noble  duty  to  the  times,  our  party  is  waging  an 
active  struggle  to  prevent  war  and  achieve  a  lasting  peace 
and  security  in  the  world.  Peace  can  be  won  only  through 
struggle.  History  teaches  that  never  has  the  peace  and 
security  of  the  world  come  about  of  themselves  and  that 
they  can  be  safeguarded  only  through  a  dogged  struggle 
against  the  imperialists’  machinations  of  aggression  and 
war  to  sabotage  and  trample  down  peace.
